V/ITII  NATIONAL  SERVICE  FROM  ALL  AND  PROFITS  TO  NONE 

1.  V/e  The  American  People,  as  the  inherent  economic  determinant 
and  the  sovereign  social  power  of   the  United  Stfetes,  call 
upon  you,  our  legal  agents,  to  respect  the  simple  story  of 
our  nation's  dilema.   Our  job  is  not  primarily  to  expose  all 
the  fact3  to  you,  they  are  more  available  to  you  than  to  us; 
rather  it  is  our  job  to  expose  you  to  the  facts—place  you  at 
such  a  point  of  observation  that  you  cannot  help  but  recog- 
nize them  in  operation, 

2.  How  about  the  large-scale  treachery  amidst  the  mercenaries  of 
private  enterprise?   V/e  are  well  aware  of  the  influence  these 
robber  barons  tried  to  exert  over  all  of  you  during  the  sum- 
mer recess.   3e  honest,  did  they  not  play  with  your  vanities 
and  try  to  imbue  you  with  the  fantastic  idea  that  as  pel if  - 
cal  lawmakers  your  legal  power  exceeded  the  power  of  physical 
realities?   Naive  of  them  wasn't  it?   Or  was  it  naive  of  some 
of  you  to  fall  to  their  scheming?  V/e  know  that  with  or  with- 
out  grandiose  gestures  they  tried  to  shield  you  from  the  J 
ical  impact  talcing  place.   Now  well  they  nay  have  succeeded 
is  something  for  us  to  measure  in  your  present  display  of 
ability  or  inability  to  handle  the  operating  mechanism  of  our 
country « 


Do  not  the  conditions  boil  down  to  whether  or  not  you  are 

le  to  completely  overcome  the  international  situation  with 
the  use  of  the  existing  national  machinery  of  private  enter- 
prise, to  the  satisfaction  of  AMERICA'S  destiny?   Whether  or 
not     possess  the  required  scientific  background  by    Jh 
to  first  gain  completely,  and  then  to  make  secure  forever, 
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present  social  level  will  be  what  will  count.   This  Y/orld  War  II 
is  merely  augmenting  the  heat  previously  generated  by  the  two  op- 
posing forces  of  .  private  enterprise  and  social  technology.   The 
global  magnitude  of  the  war  has  simply  added  speed  and  intensity 
to  the  propelling  motion  that  was  steadily  bringing  forth  a  new 
order  of  civilization. 

Dear  Congressmen,  your  job  as  our  public  servants  is  to  now  ex- 
tract from  the  environment  ample  supplies  of  the  necessary  require- 
ments for  our  boys  overseas,  and,  to  now  extract  an  adequate  dis- 
tribution system  for  all  supplies  for  all  communities  and  individ- 
uals within  our  country,  including: 

(1)  adequate  supplies  of  natural  and  processed  foods  and  other 
goods  for  the  entire  population; 

(2)  adequate  housing,  sanitary  and  recreational  facilities; 

(3)  adequate  facilities  for  nationwide  and  local  transporta- 
tion and  traf f ic--rail,  air,  water,  vehicular,  pedestrian, 
etc  . ; 

(4)  adequate  communication  f acilities--mail,  telephone,  tele- 
graph and  radio; 

(5)  adequate  supplies  of  water,  heat,  gas,  and  electric  power. 

Is  it  physically  possible  for  you  to  achieve  these  demands  within 
the  existing  pattern  of  private  enterprise  operations,  or,  within 
the  propsed  ria chine ry  that  would  after  the  war  feed  the  world, 
police  the  world,  etc.,  now  being  propagandized  by  a  multiplicity 
of  committees  and  individuals  both  in  and  out  of  Congress?   Para- 
phrasing Representative  Reece  from  Tennessee,  we  dont  want  to  be 
wearing  a  brief  pair  of  shorts,  clutching  an  armload  of  promissory 
notes  while  the  other  countries  of  the  v/orld  wear  Uncle  Sam's  i^ants 
and  jingle  his  money  in  the  pockets. 


Our  economic  investment,  our  technology,  our  life-blood  is  in 
America--with  all  due  respect  for  the  achievements  of  our  boys 
overseas— It  is  not  in  Italy,-  the  South  Pacific  Islands,  on  else- 
where.  Prom  everywhere  within  America  our  People  are  beseeching 
you.  to  deliver  them  from  the  burdens  of  your  political  expediences 
--your  patchquilt  of  legislation.   We  are  not  so  naive  that  we  do 
not  know  that  we  must  have  military  success,  but  such  success  does 
not  come  within  your  actual  power  to  achieve.   In  accordance  with 
functional  design,  Messers  Marshall  and  King,  hacArthur  and  Ilalsey, 
Arnold  and  Eisenhower  were  given  the  authority  and  the  responsib- 
ility of  conducting  this  war  to  a  successful  outcome  for  us.   Even 
Secretary  IIorgenth.au  has  been  quoted  over  the  radio  as  telling  our 
boys  in  Italy  that  they  would  get  the  necessary  equipment  regard- 
less .of  the  success  or  failure  of  subsequent  Bond  Drives.   Did  he 
thereby  hit  below  the  belt  of  your  appropriations  technique?   Your 
job  is  to  take  care  of  the  living  heart  of  America  in  America. 


rabbirig  fingers  from  behind  phantom  screens  prevent  the 
grain  shippers  or  North  Dakota  e.:A   vicinity  from  receiv        i- 
cient  [-rain  cars  to  move  their  grain  into  parts  of  the  country 
where  serious  shortages  have  developed? 


Senator  Langer,  you  have  stated  that  'Hundreds  of  thousands  of 
acres  of  grain  are  still  in  the  shock.  The  elevators 
Hundreds  of  thousands  of  bushels  of  grain  have  not  been  moved;  if 
the  rain  continues  and  if  wheat,  flax  and  barley  are  piled  upon 
the  open  ground,  it  will  simply  mean  that  the  war  effort  will  be 
otaged  and  hamstrung  . ' 

Just  why  have  there  not  been  sufficient  boxcars  for  North  Dakota

poultry  feeds'?   Surely  these  feeds  will  have  to  be  delivered 
within  this  country  and  some  of  them  in  boxcars  I 

From  Crookston,  Minnesota,  just  east  of  the  Worth  Dakota  line, 
where  the  Drayton  Farmers  Union  Elevator  has  complained  in  a  tele- 

tliat  the  'Office  of  Defense  Transportation  regard  distribu-' 
tion  of  grain  cars  very  unfair, '  to  Ogdensburg,  Wisconsin,  can 
hardly  be  more  than  500  miles.  Yet  Representative  Murray  from 
Ogdensbiu  .  rou  apparently  are  unaware  that  in  importing  wheat, 
oat 3,  barley,  rye,  flax,  or  hay  from  Canada  some  of  these  products 
nay  have  to  pass  directly  through  North  Dakota,  Minnesota,  and 
'Wisconsin  in  transit.   Or  is  it  possible  that  Canadian  railroads 

the  Great  Lakes  shipping  interests  will  get  the  required  feed 
into  the  Middle  '.Vest  by  magic  or  by  cargo  planes,  while  Represen- 
tative Kail  of  How  York  clamors  for  the  corn  of  the  Fiddle  '.rest 
to  be  delivered  to  the  dairy  find  poultry  flocks  of  the  Northeast 
so  that  the  city  of  Hew  York  and  the  rest  of  the  big  eastern  met- 
ropolitan districts  will  not  have  to  go  without  milk  and  eggs? 

The  point  we  are  trying  to  get  over  to  you,  D"ear  Congressmen,  is 
that  you  are  confronted  with  a  problem  in  physical  operations-- 
in  freight  transportation,  instead  of  one  in  rhetoric  or",  argument* 
VVe  specify  unhampered  relationship  with  Canada- -Continental  unity — 
so  that  does  not  enter  into  the  matter.   But  the  American  People 
cannot  live  by  the  exercise  of  either  of  your  two  pasttimes-- 
rhetoric  or  argumentation--regardless  of  their  grandeur  in  anti- 
quity, nor  can  we  live  because  of  the  number  of  dollard  we  pay  you 
for  your  services.   You  may  have  potential  energy,  but  your 
ic  energy  is  being  dissipated  in  so  far  as  our  stomachs,  our  cattle 
and  our  poultry  ere  concerned. 

The  story  of  our  national  dilema  is  truly  an  historical  saga  con- 
taining all  the  embellishments  of  commercial  subterfuge,  ethical 
subtleties,  superb  religious  pageantry,  and  ironically,  of  your 
polipical  astutenesses.     t  these  are  not  all  t      ive  the 
story  its  punch;  there  are  translational,  rotational,  and  uniform- 


ly  accelerating  motions^   There  are  equations  and  various  aggrega- 
01  forces.   Each  of  nature's  properties  is  playing  its  role. 
Miere  could  we  find  a  nore  consciencious  narrator  to  serve  our 
purpose  than  the  Congressional  Record? 


Dresentative  I.:ason  of  Illinois,  you  have  said  (Vol.89,  No. 14':, 
-e  7992),  'I  believe  I  an  safe  in  saying  that  the  10  years  be- 
--on  1933  and  1943  will  go  down  in  our  history  hooks  as  the  "rub- 
r  stamp  era"  because  it  was  a  decade  highlighted  by  a  subscrvi3i.it 
Congress;  it  was  a  decade  in  which  "must"  legislation  predominated; 
it  was  a  decade  when  all  important  bills  were  tailormade  in  the 
executive  departments  and  sent  to  Congress .. .The  rubber  stamp 
Congress. . .became,  by  the  election  of  1942,  "The  Rebellious  Con- 
gress," and  now  it  begins  to  look  as  though  it  might  become  "The 
Cooperative  Congress,"  because  today  New  Deal  Bureaucrats  are 
on  the  way  out  in  Washington  as  a  result  of  the  legislative  rebel- 
lion of  the  last  C  months,  and  business  men  who  believe  in  the 
American  system  of  free  enterprise  are  now  being  placed  in  respon- 
sible positions.   Cooperation  therefore  between  the  executive  and 
the  legislative  branch  of  the  Government  can  become  the  order  of 
the  day. 

Please  tell  us,  Dear  Congressmen,  where   does  the  biological  func- 
tioning of  composite  representation  of  American  resources,  Ameri- 
can technology,  American  human  needs--the  strictly  and  well  de- 
fined American  mass-- come  in? 


Re-jresentativo  Mason,  on  page  7994,  you  continued,  'Mr.  Speaker, 
there  are  two  schools  of  thought  in  Washington  concerning  our  post- 
war future , .,( One ' s)  program  is  based  upon  government  control  of 
£.11  business  and  industry.   The  other  school  of  thought ...  they 
believe  we  should  preserve  the  American  system  of  free  enterprise, 
should  look  to  and  expect  American  Industry  to  reconvert  from  war- 
time production  to  peacetime  production  with  the  least  possible 
loss  of  time,  and  while  doing  so  keep  employment  at  a  high  level,.. 
I  was  very  much  pleased  when  I  read  that  the  executive  council  of 
the  A.?,  of  L.  went  on  record  recently  at  a  meeting  in  Chicago  In 
favor  of  this  second  view  of  our  postwar  program. ' 

Dear  Congressmen,  has  any  of  you  gentlemen  ever  given  birth  to  a 
baby?   America  is  in  the  birth  pains  of  a  new  technique  of  opera- 
tions.  If  any  of  you  had  given  birth  to  a  baby,  you  would  surely 
know  that  it  is  impossible  to  keep  having  babies  continuously 
without  ever  stopping  long  enough  to  completely  deliver  the  first 
one.   A  bit  of  practical  physiology  might  come  in  handy  as  a  means 
of  understanding  America's  dilema* 

C.   Just  thirteen  days  prior  to  this  date,   your  perpetual  motion 

bubble  of  cooperation  between  capital  and  labor  must  have  burst. 
We  only  hear  of  the  mining  situation, but  in  Vol.  I  9,  [0,  153,  page 
8514,  Senator  Langer  reported  that  President  Roosevelt  was  sent  a 
telegram  understood  to  have  said,  "Unless  you  follow  your  own  pre- 
cedent and  the  precedent  established  by  the  men  who  preceded  you 
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in  office,  since  Grover  Cleveland's  tine,  at  midnight  November  1, 
less  than  lo  day3  from  this  hour,  every  railroad  wheel  in  or  out 
of  Atlanta  (Ga.)  will  cease  to  roll,  engines  will  go  cold.   Pass- 
engers will  be  marooned,  vital  war  supplies  and  food  for  our 
workers  will  halt . " 

Senator  Langer  also  said,   "Let  the  United  States  Senate  further 
resolve  that  the  President  be  requested  to  sign  those  findings 
(original  settlements),  and  to  prevent  riot,  strikes,  bloodshot, 
or  to  immediately  declare  martial  law,  take  over  the-  railroads 
and  operate  them  through  the  Army. . .through  Lt.  Brehon  Somervell, 
head  of  the  Army  Service  Forces. 

The  grave  mistake  was  made  by  the  sender  of  the  telegram,  whose 
name  was  not  given.   The  telegram  should  have  been  directed  to  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  where  by  virtue  of  his  function  as  head  of  the 
technological  command,  Mr,  Roosevelt  could  have  acted  without  in- 
terference control  from  any  pressure  group. 

Again  we  must  point  out  to  you,  Dear  Congressmen,  that  there  is  a 
life  and  death  difference  between  rhetoric  and  physical  operations 
--between  political  machinations  and  the  naked  force  of  circum- 
stances- -between  the  aesthetic  'snirit'  of  the  American  oeo^le 
and  the  esprit  de  corps  of  THE  AMERICAN  PEOPLE.   The  'spirit' 
of  the  American  people,  as  evidenced  today,  has  always  existed  in 
blind  obedience  to  tradition,  credulity,  in  homage  to  austerity; 
it  is  quite  inconceivable  that  this  'spirit'  would  dare  to  'poke 
you  in  the  slat3'  in  the  manner  of  juvenile  hill-billies.   And  we 
are  not  urging  that  it  should  do  so  because  we  are  decidedly 
again:c  internal  violence.   But  the  esprit  de  corps  of  THE  AMERICAN 
PEOPLE  is  quite  different.   This  esprit  de  corps  is  basic  in  Amer- 
ican technology,   It  has  evolved  from  the  technological  necessities 
which  hold  TEE  AMERICAN  PEOPLE  in  a  concrete  mass  as  solid  as  the 
earth  itself.   And  like  the  earth,  this  esprit  de  corps  does  gen- 
erate heat.   An  explosion  of  volcanic  intensity  would  not  be  easy 
for  you  to  legislate  against  with  rhetoric  or  argument,  nor  would 
it  be  easy  for  you  to  control.   Only  the  adoption  of  scientific 
technique  could  control  it.  Least  of  all  as  a  means  of  control 
would  be  fascism. 

Many  of  you,  in  your  Congressional  piety  and  your  almost  daily 
association  with  the  good  clergymen  of  the  country,  have  failed  to 
realize  what  is  physically  going  on.   You  have  considered  it  as 
'back  alley'  taboo  stuff.   You  have  thought  that  you  needn't  worry 
too  much  about  a  possible  explosion,  the  eternal  God  would  be  your 
refuge.   With  Change  and  Decay,  Sacrifice  and  Death  all  around  THE 
Ai 'ERICA:!  PEOPLE,  they  began  to  realize  that  it  was  the  universal 
politician  who  put  God  on  the  bandwagon,  tried  to  make  a  comic 
opera  producer  out  of  Him,  finally  succeeded  in  foisting  the  job  of 
directing  this  tragic  drama  we  have  been  witnessing  upon  Ilim.   And 
now  this  same  universal  politician  that  has  i:ephistopheles-like 
beckoned  you,  would  have  you  make  God  become  the  Embalmer  for  all 
private  enterprise '3  satanic  schemes  so  that  we  might  have  them 


with  us  always  despite  their  rigor  nortis. 

7.   Can't  you  begin  to  use  your  heads  by  which  to  create  the  fertility 
for  social  betterment  right  here  in  America?   Some  of  you  do  have 
a  capacity  for  understanding.   The  people  overseas  have  their  les- 
sons to  learn  just  the  same  as  THE  AMERICAN  PEOPLE  have  had  to 
learn  their  own.   We  want  you  to  understand  that  TEE  AMERICAN  PEO- 
PLE know  how  it  came  to  pass  that  private  enterprise  seized  power; 
that  TIE  AMERICAN  PEOPLE  know  how  private  enterprise  has  always, 
attempted  to  control  the  military  might  of  any  and  all  governments, 
including  our  own;  and  that  THE  AMERICAN  PEOPLE  know  that  the  his- 
torical time  is  fast  approaching  when  public  need  within  our  own 
beloved  country  will  render  the  power  of  private  enterprise  wholly 
inadequate  to  operate  for  us.

C0MMUNICATI0N-- 

has  alwa-y^  ASSOCIATED  business' s 
'proper'  ideas  for  you.   You  are 
made  to  hear  'freedom  of  private 
enterprise'  strike  on  the  hour, 
and  sometimes  its  pet  angel-- 
profit — on  the  half  hour.   How 
can  you  escape  this  day  after  day 
plague? 

Americans  have  been  FUNCTIONAL- 
IZED  to  act  within  'freedom  of 
private  enterprise'  for  so  long, 
they  see  crime  in  investigating 
TECHNOLOGY.   But  business  and 
technology  have  both  been  measuring 
time  for  you.   It  is  an  antique 
bit  of  furniture  which  strikes 
'freedom  of  private  enterprise.' 
The  clock  of  Applied  Science  and 
Technology  keeps  accurate  time. 
The  knowing  people  of  this  Conti- 
nent move  consistently  in  the  spe- 
cific direction  intended  for  them 
by  science,  instead  of  that  by 
businesslore.   Science  is  knowl- 
edge continuously  ripening  it 
fruit. 


LEADERS  OR  DIRECTION 

American  business  has  always 
had  expert  LEADERS.   They  could 
make  you  do  whatever  business 
wanted  done.   In  contrast,  Amer- 
ican technology  has  always  shown 
expert  DIRECTION.  You  marched 
bravely  behind  business.   But  tecl 
nology  DIRECTED  the  supplying  of 
your  needs.   Now,  crisis-wise, 
the  choice  you  make  to  follow  one 
or  the  other  is  important. 

THEIR  WAYS  PARTED 

We  have  always  had  our  Price 
System  POLICY  MAKERS.   Men  were 
trained  for  expediency.   Some 
wore  black  robes  or  specific  orna 
ments  to  make  you  know  they  had 
the  'devil'  to  use  if  you  should 
disobey.  Whether  priest,  preache 
rabbi  or  jurist,  they  had  ONE  J0r 
TO  DO  FOR  BUSINESS.   KEEP  the 
'common*  man  within  the  bounds 
prescribed.   Their  partners,  the 
stool  pigeons  within  government, 
whom  some  people  called  congress- 
man, consistently  voted  that  the 
whole  world  should  be  untouchable 
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for  others.   Only  America's  'free- 
dom of  private  enterprise'  could 
sacredly  touch  it't   The  other  part- 
ners were  the  outright  communicants. 
They  took  their  master' s  half-baked 
ideas  and  spread  thenP^aper  and  in 
the  air  wherever  they  could. 

One  definition  for  EXPLOITATION 
is  ACCULTURATION.   Acculturation 
is  a  process.   One  people  learns 
through  contact  with  art  or  imple- 
ments, the  ways  of  another  people 
andopts  them  as  the  recognized 
culture.   Policy  makers  aggressive- 
ly tried  to  change  other  people  in- 
to being  customers  of  America's 
business  men. 

But  American  policy  makers  were 
also  the  victims  of  business' s 
slave  net.   They  were  the  gladia- 
tor captives.   They  used  the  tri- 
dent spearhead  as  a  functional  in- 
strument to  perpetuate  'freedom  of 
private  enterprise,'  against  their 
own  best  interests. 

What  is  'freedom  of  private  en- 
terprise'?  It  is  the  legal  privi- 
lege to  PROFIT  at  someone  else's 
expense.   That,  often  loss  is  in- 
curred is  simply  due  to  legal  in- 
eptitude.  There  are  many  types  of 
profit — prestige,  political  advan- 
tage, number  of  dollars,  etc.,  but 
the  basic  element  is  a  vested  PRO- 
PERTY RIGHT.   Business 's  design  is 
to  secure  a  vested  property  right 
in  the  land,  resources,  ideas  and 
behavior ' patterns  which  character- 
ize North  America.   Property  rights 
obtained  under  false  pretense  val- 
idated the  French  and  American  rev- 
olutions.  They  are  validating  the 
present  Asiatic  one.   Has  your 
property  right  in  America  been  ac- 
quired under  false  pretense?   If 
so,  there  is  irony  in  it  for  you. 
Later  you  will  discover  why! 

All  things  in  nature  have  oppo- 
sites.   Business*s  policy  makers 
had  opposites.   These  were  the 


SCIENTISTS  and  TECHNOLOGISTS. 
They  were  chiefly  interested  in 
ENERGY  and  MOTION:   what  consti- 
tutes matter?  how  does  it  move? 
how  can  it  be  distributed? 

SCIENTISTS  MEASURED 

For  future  American  behavior, 
geologists  measured  America's 
resource  capacity.   Ethnologists 
measured  the  motion  of  our  soci- 
ety from  the  swinging  of  axes  to 
the  one-man  operation  of  the  bull- 
doxer  and  the  like.   Biologists 
measured  the  effects  of  genes 
passing  through  successive  gener- 
ations.  Sociologists  measured 
community  variants.   Other  scien- 
tists contributed  their  respective 
shares  to  this  study  of  America 
by  Americans.   This  American 
branch  of  science,  in  which  you, 
your  resources,  equipment  and 
techniques  furnished  the  labora- 
tory, was  born  in  1919.   It  has 
grown  into  the  stature  of  Tech- 
nocracy Inc. 

These  social  scientists  are 
called  Technocrats.   They  are  now 
measuring  our  present  and  probable 
future  conditions.   CONDITIONS, 
not  your  hopes,  yeses  or  noes  in 
political  issues,  are  the  factors 
which  promote  PHYSICAL  CHANGE. 
Conditions  indicate  direction. 
Your  capacity  for  readaptation, 
the  quality  and  magnitude  of  or- 
ganization, form  a  process.   TJhis 
is  an  ACTUAL  condition,  one  which 
really  exists.   At  present  it  is 
persuading  technological  accul- 
turation. 

The  CONDITION,  now,  of  techno- 
logical acculturation  has  brought 
forth  a  new  concept  of  American 
PROPERTY  RIGHT.   It  is  the  pro- 
perty right  which  is  IN  the  com- 
pleteness of  TECHNOLOGICAL,  FUNC- 
TIONAL CITIZENSHIP.   FUNCTION  im- 
personally claims  you  as  ITS  pro- 
perty right.   Because  today,  you 


arc  supercharged  with  the  ENERGY 
in  conflict,  we  ask  again:   Did 
you  acquire  'your'  'property  right' 
under  the  false  pretense  of  busi- 
ness?  If  T  H  E  property  right  in 
you  was  acquired  through  your  work 
in  KNOWING  and  OPERATING  America, 
YOU  BELONG,  otherwise  not.   Get  a 
hustle  on  you,  brother  and  sister'. 

TECHNOLOGISTS  PRODUCED 

We  have  said  the  parting  of  the 
ways  came  about  by  the  PHYSICAL 
CHANGE  in  real  conditions.   Busi- 
ness had  always  GATHERED  things— 
foodstuffs,  clothing,  real  estate, 
whatever— TO  SELL  AT  A  HOPED  FOR 
PROFIT.   Technologists  PRODUCED 
things  to  be  DISTRIBUTED  in  such 
quantities  as  would  OPERATE  equip- 
ment. American  equipment  required 
quantity.   The  type  of  accultura- 
tion which  existed  in  business- 
gathering  things  to  sell  at  a  pro- 
fit7-wasn't  COMPATIBLE  with  the 
process  of  TECHNOLOGICALLY  PRODUC- 
ING in  huge  quantities.   Even  tho 
business  early  amortized  the  dollar 
cost,  America's  installed  equip- 
ment broke  the  spurious  union.  In 
this  case,  TECHNOLOGY  BIT  BUSINESS. 

MOVING  CARGO 

If  you  weren't  chained  to  the 
'freedom  of  private  enterprise' 
idea,y°Hould  and  would  more  easily 
SEE  and  INTERPRET  events  all  about 
you. 

Why  do  we  have  coal  miners  and 
steelworkers  striking?   Why  were 
some  600  coal-burning  locomotives 
ordered  idle?   Most  likely  what- 
you-think  is  the  INcorrect  answer. 
There  happens  to  be  plenty  of  coal 
either  above  or  in  the  ground  to 
operate  them.   They  are  in  operat- 
able  condition.   Why  weren't  they 
permitted  to  operate?   Because 
profit  and  politics  go  hand  in 
glove  I   They  are  the  social  part- 
ners who  have  always  imprisoned 


the  captives  for  business. 

We  know  that  coal  deposits  are 

n°t  equally  distributed  over  Amer- 
ica.  Coal  to  onerate  a  railway 
is  usually  freighted  by  the  line 
to  its  terminals  and  intermediate 
refueling  points.   This  means 
that  coal  has  to  be  TRANSPORTED 
to  a  terminal  in  order  that  pass- 
engers and/  or  freight  can  be 
moved  to  a  given  destination.  It 
means  a  ROUND  TRIP  for  coal  over 
the  tracks— TWO  way  coal- burning 
locomotive  travel  for  ONE  way 
profit. 

Where  does  steel  fit  into  the 
picture?   Diesel  locomotives  are 
made  of  steel.   Big  fuel-oil  pipe. 
are  also  made  of  steel. 

Fuel  oil  can  be  transported  by 
flow  through  big  pipes  to  a  given 
destination  at  less  cost  than 
coal,  once  the  pipes  are  in. 
Diesel  locomotives  operate  by  con- 
verting oil  instead  of  coal  into 
the  required  energy.   Here  is  the 
question:   Did  business,  in  the 
form  of  investment  capital,  see 
more  profit  in  the  operation  of 
Diesels— with  one-half  the  nan- 
power  required— than  in  the  oper- 
ation of  coal-burning  locomoti' 
Could  the  miners  and  the  steel 
workers,  with  their  hard  and  d  - 
gerous  ways  of  life,  be  but  in- 
cidental to  calloused  business? 

The  free  MOVEMENT  of  American 
life  had  been  inhibited.   This 
wasn't  an  issue  between  miners, 
steel  workers,  and  the  public. 
Instead  of  it  being  an  issue,  it 
was  a  part  of  the  MECHANICS  of 
business.   Business  in  all  its 
functions  and  in  its  entirety  c^ 
rupts  everything  It  can  touch, 
for  its  own  ends.   Business 's 
crime  isn't  particularly  in  it 
callousness.   Business 's  crime  i 
in  the  inhibiting  of  the  free 
movement  in  American  life. 
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KEY  TO  SOLUTION 

How  would  the  problem  of  reducing 
transportation  costs  be  solved  with- 
in technological  acculturation?  Of 
one  thing  be  certainl  technology 
wouldn't  tolerate  an  interruption 
in  needed  services  to  the  public. 
How  transportation  costs  would  be 
solved  introduces  the  KEY  by  which 
to  UNLOCK  all  the  mysteries  of  the 
so-called  American  problem.   It  is 
in  understanding  the  RELATIONSHIP 
between  all  parts  of  the  social 
mechanism  and  its  entirety.   The 
principle  is  very  simple. 

You  have  five  digits  on  your 
hand.   Your  thumb  is  used  in  a  cer- 
tain manner.   Each  of  your  fingers 
has  a  definite  amount  of  strength, 
a  relational  length  to  your  thumb, 
and  a  purpose  which  it  alone  can 
best  accomplish  as  a  part  of  your 
hand.   Your  hand  as  a  mechanism 
accomplishes  its  own  purposes  when 
your  fingers  act  in  unison.   This 
same  description  holds  true  in  im- 
plication as  it  describes  the  re- 
lationship between  your  toes  and 
foot.   Likewise  the  various  organs 
of  the  body  have  their  fractional 
and  reciprocal  utilities  combining 
into  one  complete  organization. 
Unified  functions  constitute  a  ve- 
hicle by  which  a  given  purpose  is 
accomplished. 

No  part  ever  really  functions 
independent  of  the  whole.   The 
nerves,  wires  or  other  connections, 
share  in  the  mechanism's  operation. 
This  is  fact  regardless  of  the 
mechanism- -transportation  system, 
business  with  the  purpose  of  'free- 
dom of  private  enterprise,'  and  in 
the  technological  social  mechanism. 
This  knowledge  is  your  key  to 
SOLVE  whatever  social  'mystery' 
you  may  need  to  solve.   Design  and 
its  functions  move  to  get  things 
done . 

TECHNOCRACY  INC.  has  studied  and 


measured,  and  projected  the  ef- 
fects of  what  is  America's  NATUR- 
AL design.   The  amount  and  capa- 
city of  this  Continent's  natural 
and  technologically  devloped  re- 
sources come  first.   Geographic 
location,  geologic  formation  of 
the  land  possibilities,  dictate 
certain  conditions.   Add  utility 
requirements- -these- -not  business, 
will  dictate  the  specifications 
for  our  integrated  Continental 
transportation.   Diesels  may  or 
may  not  be  in  the  solution.   Con- 
ceivably they  might  be  helpers. 
Specifications  already  outlined 
call  for  three  main  types  of  in- 
land waterways-- seaways,  primary 
and  secondary.

We  could  have  saved  the  world 
from  the  BUSINESS  FIT  of  World 
War  II,  with  its  Kremlin-Vatican 
aftermath,  the  costs  in  lives 
and  displacements,  and  much  per- 
sonal mysery,  had  we  ACTED  intell- 
igently in  1924.   In  1945,  H.  L. 
Shapiro,  an  eminent  anthropolo- 
gist said,  'It  is  unforgivable  in 
an  era  of  science  that  man  him- 
self be  a  kind  of  afterthought,  a 
stepchild  of  scientific  investi- 
gation. '   How  different  our  envir- 
onment would  be  to<3ay  had  we 
thought  of  the  needs  of  American 
citizens  in  terms  of  techniques, 
instead  of  in  business 's  dollars?

He  or  she  must  GET  other  real  cit- 
izens to  help.   This  scientific 
process  of  stabilizing  technologic- 
al culture  automatically  RELEASES 
many  North  Americans  from  the  an- 
xieties inculcated  in  them  by  bus- 
iness.  Do  YOU  belong  to  business 
or  to  NORTH  AMERICA? 

ACT  NOW  - 

Compare  the  technologically 
functional  individual  and  the  so- 
called  common  man.   You  cannot.  It 
should  be  made  clear  that  the 
'common1  man  does  NOT  exist.   The 
term  'common  man,'  as  it  has  been 
used  by  business  in  its  politics, 
is  a  very  good  example  of  building 
a  desired  concept  by  means  of 
COMMUNICATION  ASSOCIATION.   Busi- 
ness frequently  inferred  that  the 
'common  man,'  was  more  or  less  of 
a  bum  because  he  hadn't  reached  the 
pinnacle  of  business  success.  Some- 
times business  used  special  adjec- 
tives before  the  word  bum,  or  re- 
placed bum  with  something  worse. 

Politicians  couldn't  win  votes 
by  such  tactics!  Subtlely,  they 
reached  out  to  ASSOCIATE  the  ideas 
of  heroism,  frugality,  compassion, 
'^ood  common  sense,'  and  prayerful- 
ness,  with  this  non-existent  common 


man.   WHY?   Because  the  purpose 
of  'freedom  of  private  enterprise' 
--PROFIT— had  to  be  impressed  up- 
on a  great  number  of  men. 

No  profit,  no  sovereignty  by 
business!   To  maintain  it3  sover- 
eignty business  has  leeched  Amer- 
ica of  far  too  great  quantities 
in  natural  resources.   The  'in- 
tellectual' idea  of  the  'common 
man'  has  been  businesses  life 
blood.   And  all  the  while,  you, 
the  poor  bled-white,  hard-work:

Even  Siamex 
twins  are  not  completely  one  in 
everything.   While  poorness  is 
common,  it  doesn't  make  common 
men.   Michael  Faraday,  one  of  the 
world's  greatest  electricians, 
was  born  of  a  poor  family.   J.  G. 
Crowther  has  written,  'He  had  the 
courage  to  overthrow  any  an  all 
ideas  and  social  habits  that 
would  impede  scientific  progress. 
..He  was  not  interested  in  poli- 
tics. .  .Though  he  controlled  his 
lively  temper  he  was  unable  to 
conceal  impatience  with  the  sci- 
entific ineptitude  of  others... 
His  greatest  achievement  was  the 
construction  of  a  complete  de- 
scriptive theory  of  electricity. 
This  made  modern  electrical  en- 
gineering possible..' 

James  Prescott  Joule  wasn't 
common:  he  stuck  with  a  problem 
until  he  solved  it.   Crowther  re- 
ports that  Joule  3aid,  'The  force 
expended  in  setting  a  body  in  mo- 
tion is  carried  by  the  body 


itself,1  and  exists  with  it  and  in

What  is  value?   Is  value  the 
joint  quality-quantity  of  goods 
and  services  given  or  received  in 
exchange  under  varying  social  im- 
pacts? is  value  a  word  which  was 
and  is  substituted  as  a  cover-up 
for  scarcity,  inefficiency  and 
general  fauitiness?  or,  ARE  THERE 
DEFINITE  MEASUREMENTS  WHICH  CAN  BE 
USED  IN  THE  PROCESS  OF  DISTRIBUT- 
ING USEFORMS  ON  A  CONSUMER  EQUAL- 
ITY EASIS?   Value  has  no  existence 
independent  of  scarcity. 


What  is  money?   Isn't  money 
anything  from  Aaron's  beard  to  a 
glass  of  zythum  so  long  as  a  com- 
munity exchanges  it  with  confi- 
dence? 

In  this  our  PANIC  OF  DISSOLU- 
TION, all  of  our  traditional  def- 
initions in  the  fields  of  econom- 
ics, journalism,  general  educatio- 
and  other  Price  System  dominated 
habits,  are  being  exposed  to  us 
as  either  inadequate  and  obsolete 
or  totally  without  meaning.

More  adequate  food  supplies 
have  made  him  in  the  mass  more 
prolific,  now  necessitating  con- 
cern with  repopulation.   The  trans- 
itions from  the  early  social  insti- 
tutions, customs  and  beliefs  into 
the  factual,  measureable  necessi- 
ties of  today,  have  now  so  confused 
and  weakened  the  influences  of 
these  various  pressure  groups  that 
they  no  longer  can  recognize  'heads 
from  tails.'

were  reported  dropped  $1.1  billic 
in  June.   This  drop  was  reported 
down  nearly  $4  billion  from  the 
peak  of  last  November. 
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Be  on  the  special  lookout  for

The  partial  contents  of  this  first  letter  make  it  advisable 
not  to  identify  it  by  using  the  writer's  real  initials.   The 
complaint  and  plea  are  so  common  that  many  a  Technocrat  will 
feel  directly  concerned.   I  have  from  time  to  time  received 
about  a  dozen  similar  ones. 


So,  from  XYZ: 

As  you  well  know,  my  business 
has  been  on  the  skids  for  the 
past  two  years.   My  wife  has  been 
preaching  to  me  about  my  natural 
talents  and.  rights,  that  I  am 
just  as  good  a  salesman  as  so- 
and-so.   She  asks,  'Why  dont  you 
(I)  bring  home  more  of  the  bacon? 
Wont  you  please  casually  call 
sometime  and  try  and  give  her  a 
little  Technocratic  insight. 

The  'natural  rights  of  man'  idea 
has  been  the  basis  of  all  forms  of 
political  government.  Now  I  am 
going  to  ask  you  a  question:  What 
are  the  socalled  'natural  rights 
of  man'?  To  make  it  a  little  eas- 
ier (or  perhaps  a  little  more  dif- 


ficult for  you  to  answer)  I  will 
also  ask  you:  What  are  the  natu- 
ral rights  of  elephants,  tigers, 
dogs,  cats,  mice,  roaches,  etc.? 

The  various  governments  of  his- 
toric society  sought  to  preserve 
this  'natural  rights'  idea  among 
the  upper  groups,  in  order  to 
gain  support  for  themselves,  but 
the  whole  idea  is  absurd,  basic- 
ally unsound.   You  3hould  better 
acauaint  yourself  with  the  term 
' DYNAM IC  EQU IL IBR IUM . ' 

Energy  flows  on  this  earth. 
Plants  grow  because  of  it.   This 
consumed  energy  ( insofar  as  the 
plant  is  concerned)  is  stored 
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as  plant  food  for  herbivorous  ani- 
mals.  Carnivorous  animals,  includ- 
ing fowl  get  part  of  their  share 
of  energy  from  the  herbivorous  ones 
and  man  eats  both.   Seriously,  who 
eats  man?   Man  eats  or  consumes 
himself  in  malnutrition,  overwork, 
worry  and  starvation,  unless  he 
replenishes  his  supply  of  energy. 
The  entire  series  of  energy  events 
from  the  first  plant  to  the  living 
man  is  an  energy  process.   THERE 
ARE  NO  NATURAL  RIGHTS  IN  IT  unless 
you  arbitrarily  claim  that  survi- 
val is  a  natural  right,  but  SURVI- 
VAL IS  ALWAYS  DEPENDENT  upon  the 
amount  of  energy  which  can  be  con- 
verted to  man's  use.  This  fact  is 
the  most  important  observation  you 
can  make  today. 

The  idea  of  'man's  natural  "'  '.'"*• 
rights'  13  a  hangover  from  early 
'property  rights' wishful  thinking. 
Political  governments  were  insti- 
tuted by  men  primarily  to  preserve 
these  'property  rights'  both  a- 
gainst  wild  and  domesticated  ani- 
mals and  'wild'  and  domesticated 
men.   A  natural  right  to  anything 
simply  doesn't  exist;  it  is  a  fig- 
ment of  man's  imagination.   The 
state  of  DYNAMIC  EQUILIBRIUM  of 
the  environment  In  which  he  finds 
himself  determines  what  he  shall 
or  shall  not  get. 

It  Is  the  chaotia  condition  of 
our  social  environment  which 
should  Interest  your  wife.   You 
and  your  supposed  qualities  (I'll 
grant  that  you  as  an  Individual  do 
have  talents)  are  like  corks  bob- 
bing on  the  surface  of  the  water. 
If  you  are  lucky  to  have  a  hook 
attached,  you  may  now  and  then 
catch  a  fish  (bring  home  more  bacon) 
PROVIDED  the  fish  are  in  the  water 
to  be  caught.   Perhaps  some  polit- 
ical CARP  has  already  robbed  the 
stream  of  most  of  the  other  fishi 

Your  trouble  isn't  indivldual-- 
primarily  with  the  state  of  your 


wife's  misinformation;  it  is  in 
our  common  problem.   You  and  mil- 
lions more  like  you  are  confronted 
with  the  SOCIAL  ENVIRONMENT  that 
makes  such  misinformation  as  she 
may  hold,  possible. 

SiniSe  the  year  1900,  the  new 
manhour  displacing  ENERGY  CONSUM- 
ING devise  we  call  TECHNOLOGICAL 
INDUSTRY  has  permanently  entered 
our  environment.   We  North  Amer- 
icans, as  a  Continental  family, 
are  being  compelled  to  establish 
DYNAMIC  EQUILIBRIUM  among  the 
plants  we  grow  (including  getting 
rid  of  insect  pests),  the  animals 
we  can  raise  because  of  our  for- 
age crops,  the  size  of  our  popu- 
lation in  regard  to  our  total 
food  supply,  and  the  energy  con- 
sumption of  our  industrial  and 
service  techniques. 

The  succession  of  wars  and 
death  itself  have  proven  that  man 
has  no  natural  or  'inalienable' 
rights.   WHAT  and  WHERE  were  the 
'inalienable  rights'  of  57.6$ 
of  the  mobilized  forces  during 
World  War  I?  WHAT  and  WHERE  were 
the  'inalienable  rights  of  man* 
during  World  War  II?  A  compila- 
tion released  by  the  Vatican  es- 
timated the  total  dead  in  World 
War  II  at  22,060,000;  wounded  at 
34,400,000.   At  least  56,460,000 
persons  were  dynamically  deprived, 
of  life,  and/or,  liberty  and  hap- 
piness.  Even  TOTAL  POLITICAL  WAR 
was  too  impotent  to  destroy  Amer- 
ica's capacity  to  produce  through 
the  means  of  TECHNOLOGICAL  INDUS- 
TRY.  AMERICAN  TECHNOLOGY  sup» 
ported  by  our  supply  of  natural 
resources  is  the  ABSOLUTE  DYNAMIC 
MASTER  over  our  lives.   Its  auth- 
ority scientifically  applied  will 
automatically  yield  SOCIAL  RIGHTS 
to  each  of  us  far  surpassing  any 
imagined  'natural  rights.' 

Granted, you  have  a  devoted  wife. 
Therefore,  keep  in  mind  that  a 
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devoted  wife  always  wants  her  man, 
regardless  of  other  considerations. 
If  you  can  help  her  to  become  so- 
cially well-informed,  so  much  the 
better.   However,  if  she  decides 
to  remain  socially  illiterate,  but 
is  otherwise  physically  mature, 
she  is  not  biologically  insensitive.

Wont  you  please  call  Howard 
Scott's  attention  to  what  Pres- 
ident Truman  is  really  doing  to 
this  country?  As  an  officer  in 
Technocracy  cant  you  give  me  just 
a  wee  hint  as  to  the  course  Tech- 
nocracy intends  to  take? 

In  1555,  the  religious  Declara- 
tion, the  Peace  of  Augsburg,  publi- 
cized the  idea  that  he  who  was  in 
power  had  the  right  to  establish 
and  regulate  policies  and  religion 
within  the  boundaries  of  his  sov- 
ereignty.  In  1648,  the  Treaty  of 
Westphalia  wrought  the  idea  of  ex- 
tensive sovereignty--the  nation- 
state  could  extend  its  boundaries 
to  whatever  limits  were  physically 
possible  to  hold  and  it  could  es- 
tablish whichever  religion  it  could 
maintain.   In  1689  in  England,  the 
Bill  of  Rights  made  illegal  cer- 
tain pretended  powers  of  the  king. 
In  1701,  the  Act  of  Settlement  gave 
Parliament  certain  powers. 

In  1791,  a  combination  of  histor- 
ic features  was  incorporated  in 
our  own  Federal  Constitution.   In 
1789,  the  Declaration  of  the  Rights 
of  Man  was  presented  to  France. 
December  10,  1940,  the  General 


Assembly  of  United  Nations  ap- 
proved the  Universal  Declaration 
of  Human  Rights. 

Through  these  events,  what  has 
commonly  been  called  the  'middle 
class T,  this  class  has  risen  in 
the  USA  to  the  position  in  which 
President  Truman  IS  its  official 
representative.   Whatever  Presi- 
dent Truman  or  any  other  possible 
USA  president  would  do,  he  would 
officially  be  the  elected  or  con- 
stitutional representative  of  the 
'great  middle  class'  of  Americans, 
So  long  as  'the  great  middle 
class'  tolerates  certain  definite 
actions  on  the  part  of  the  presi- 
dent, the  blame,  when  there  is 
blame,  is  the  burden  of  the  great 
middle  class.

The  study  of  Technocracy  often 
reconditions  a  person  so  as  to  un- 
cover mental  qualities  otherwise 
not  noticed,  but  Technocrats  could 
not,  if  they  wanted  to,  supply  a 
person  with  any  biologic  capacity 
which  he  might  lack. 

Price  System  inefficiency  and 
impotency  are  now  so  dominating 
the  people,  that  in  self-defense, 
they  will  have  to  seek  a  more  ef- 
ficient social  system.   When  tens 
of  millions  of  North  Americans  get 
kicked  around  too  frequently  and 
too  hard,  they  will  become  posi- 
tively enraged  against  politics, 
so  enraged  that  they  wont  trust 
ANY  politician  regardless  of  his 
build-up.

Since  the  cold  war  with  Russia 
is  said  to  be  the  psychological 
conflict  between  democracy  and 
communism,  how  can  a  Technocrat 
who  doesn't  sing  democracy' 3 
praises,  explain  to  his  friends 
that  he  is  a  loyal  American  cit- 
izen? 

There  are  several  types  of  organ- 
ization-business, social,  polit- 
ical, etc, --depending  upon  the 
stated  objectives  to  be  accomp- 
lished, 

All  political  organizations 


are  designed  primarily,  to  ac- 
quire, hold,  and  expand  property, 
or  property  interest,  and  pres- 
tige, into  the  future.   History 
has  proven  that  religious  organ- 
ization the  world  over  adds  a 
concept  of  'morality'  to  the  cho- 
sen political  or  business  concept. 
Democracy,  republicanism,  commun- 
ism, state  capitalism  or  fascism, 
liberalism,  socialism,  are  all 
OPPORTUNIST  LEGALISMS. 

TECHNOCRACY  is  quite  different 
from  any  of  these  types  of  organ- 
izations, 

a.  Technocracy  is  not  opportun- 
ist—seeking immediate  ad- 
vantage regardless  of  ulti- 
mate consequences. 

b.  Technocracy  is  not  concerned 
with  the  'sanctity'  of  ei- 
ther private  property  rights 
or  collective  property 
rights. 

c.  Technocracy  is  a  method  by 
which  social  goods  and  ser- 
vices can  be  distributed, 
and  social  control  estab-fe- 
lished  wholly  outside  the 
field  of  jurisprudence  and 
wholly  inside  the  field  of 
function. 

The  general  structure  of  CON- 
FLICT of  any  sort  is  built  upon 
the  struggles  of  two  or  more  bel- 
ligerents to  attain  almost,  if 
not  identical — though  often  sub- 
merged--GOALS.   Hence  Technocra- 
cy cannot  be  in  real  conflict 
with  any  existent  type  of  organi- 
zation— political,  religious, 
legal  or  what  have  you.   For  Tech- 
nocracy is  nothing  more  nor  less 
than  the  social  application  of 
that  body  of  rules  and  principles

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Within  this  literal  meaning,  nei- 
ther democracy  nor  communism  exists 
as  Technocracy's  political  protag- 
onist or  antagonist.  Because 
Technocracy  has  NO  political  basi3, 
you  can  assure  your  friends,  col- 
lege presidents  and  superintend- 
ents, teachers  and  preachers,  that 
Technocracts  are  all  loyal  North 
American  citizens.   It  is  IMPOSS- 
IBLE for  them  as  Technocrats  to  be 
disloyal.

If  what  is  legally  called  'an 
act  of  God,'  should  intervene, 
such  as  many  people  uninformedly 
consider  World  War  II  to  have 
been,  that  does  not  invalidate 
the  PROCESS  by  which  scientific 
predictions  are  arrived  at.

f.  Technocrats  should  know  the  facts  as  they  exist  today,  and 
as  they  express  the  most  probable  destiny  of  our  Continent. 
Since  our  emotions  are  part  of  us,  it  is  our  job  to  subject 
them  to  the  facts.   'Faith'  is  an  expression  of  emotion. 

6.  Technocracy  could  use  more  of  the  determined  fighters  who  will 
not  give  up,  even  when  the  going  gets  rough.   The  Price  System 
is  through  in  Asia.   American  business  has  oversold  and  over- 
built Europe.  TECHNOCRACY  must  now  direct  cur  Technological 
Industry  toward  the  benefit  of  EVERY  NORTH  AMERICAN  CITIZEN.

Why  do  v/e  want  YOUR 
definition?  We  want  YOUR  defini- 
tion because  YOU  are  intimate  in 
YOUR  RELATIONSHIP  with  those  who 
are  necessarily  around  you  twenty- 
four  hours  of  each  day.  You  are  a 
member  of  the  human  society  oper- 
ating within  the  geographical  area 
known  as  the  Continent  of  North 
America.   Row  North  America  OPER- 
ATES affects  your  pocketbook,  your 
stomach,  your  blood  pressure,  your 
love-life. 

Do  YOU  know,  even  a  little,  con- 
cerning the  material  and  energy  re- 
sources of  that  part  of  the  Conti- 
nent where  you  live,  or  cf  the  Con- 
tinent as  a  UNIT?  Are  you  more 
concerned  with  CIVILIZATION  as  it 
contributes  to,  or  deprives  you  of, 
your  LIVELIHOOD? 

The  social  change  going  on  all 
over  the  world  places  you  immedi- 
ately before  a  huge  precision  bal- 
ance.  This  time  it  is  not  the  it.i- 
anginary  balance  of  'Justice'  or 
'Fortune.'   This  time  you  are  be* 
ing  FORCED  to  note  what  happens 
within  PRICE  SYSTEM  CIVILIZATION 
and  what  hannens  within  TECHNOLOGY- 
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CULTIVATED  CIVILIZATION.   You 
shall  be  forced  by  the  measure- 
ments you  observe,  to  admit  that 
there  is  room  for  substantial  im- 
provement In  your  standard  of  liv- 
ing.  The  pointer  of  the  balance 
indicates  the  greatly  inferior 
position  of  the  PRICE  SYSTEM  ME- 
THOD OF  CIVILIZATION. 

So  that  there  shall  be  no  mis- 
understanding caused  be  YOUR  per- 
sonal definition  of  civilization, 
we  quote  the  agreed  upon  legal 
definition  as  it  appears  in  L 
Black's  Dictionary  of  Law,  third, 
edition,  page  333: 

'This  (CIVILIZATION)  is  a 
term  which  covers  several 
states  of  society;   it  Is  rela- 
tive, and  has  no  fixed  sense, 
but  implies  an  improved  and 
progressive  condition  of  the 
people,  living  under  an  organ- 
ized government  with  systemma- 
tized  labor,  individual  owner- 
ship of  the  soil,  individual 
accumulations  of  property,  hu- 
mane and  somewhat  cultivated 
manners  and  customs,  the  insti- 
tution -of  the  family,  with  well- 
defined  and  respected  domestic 
and  social  relations,  Institu- 
tions of  learning,  intellectu- 
al activity,  etc' 

FAULTY  operation   of  ANY 


sytem,  whether  that  of  the  automo- 
bile with  improperly  set  distribu- 
tor, clothes  wrapped  around  one  or 
both  rollers  during  the  process  of 
wringing  the  weekly  wash,  or  the 
administration  of  CIVILIZATION  by 
the  legal  authorities  implies 
FAULTY  DESIGN  of  the  opera£jLng  mech- 
anism, which  can  be  corrected  ONLY 
by  an  improved  design  in  which  the 
faulty  characteristics  have  bed© 
GLUTTED.   The ' improperly  set  dis- 
tributor MUST  BE  PROPERLY  SET;  the 
feeding  of  the  wringer  must  be 
SLOY/ER  or  the  FRICTION  LESSENED; 
the  administration  of  Price  System 
civilization  MUST  BE  ABANDONED,  be- 
fore the  maximum  rate  of  operation 
on  this  North  American  Continent 
can  be  established.   In  regard  to 
the  operating  characteristics  of 
price  System  civilization  ALL  POSS- 
IBLE CORRECTIVE  MEASURES  have  al- 
ready been  tried,  Herbert  Hoover's 
'reorganization'  expediency  to  the 
contrary. 

A  high  energy  civilization  such 
as  exists  on  this  Continent,  has 
need3  peculiar  to  itself  which 
MUST  BE  EXPLICITLY  RECOGNIZED  IN 
AN  ADEQUATE  DESIGN  FOR  OPERATION. 

Wherein  do  the  CONCEPTS  of  Price 
System  operation  differ  from  the 
SPECIFICATIONS  for  technological 
operation? 

We  return  to  Black's  Dictionary 
for  the  basic  definition  of  CIVIL- 
JZATION--IN  PRACTICE: 

'A  law;  an  act  of  justice,.,  or 
judgment  which  renders  a  cf*§minal 
process  civil;  performed  by  turn- 
ing an  information  into  an  in- 
quest or  to  the  contrary.' 

This  may  seem  a  difficult  sen1* 
tence  to  interpret,  but  we  have  ev- 
idence on  every  hand  that  INFORMA- 
TION is  constantly  being  INVESTI- 
GATED by  the  courts,  legislative 
bodies,  local  vigilante s--the  lat- 
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est  to  be  reported,  the  National 
Go-To-Church  corporation.   Why  is 
the  serach  into  simple  information 
so  often  turned  into  a  legal  in- 
quest? The  reason  is  because  our 
CONCEPTS  of  PROPERTY,  TRADE,  VAL- 
UES, DEBT,  ECCLESIASTICAL  OBEDI- 
ENCE --all  price  System  'virtues' 
--are  involved.   The  foregoing  le- 
gal definition  expressed  more  sim- 
ply is:   Civilization  in  practice 
has  been  and  is  the  process  of  a 
community  accepting  a  double  stan- 
dard of  'right'  or  'wrong.' 

Granted  a  'crime'  was  or  is  be- 
ing committed.   From  the  legal 
standpoint  the  question  is:  was 
or  is  the  'crime'  a  breach  or  vi- 
olation of  PUBLIC  RIGHTS  AND  DU- 
TIES, or,  was  or  is  the  'crime'  a 
violation  of  PRIVATE  OBLIGATIONS 
AND  DUTIES?   Upon  this  decision 
the  'crime'  either  becomes  crimi- 
nal or  it  is  absorbed  in  the 
'PEACE'  OF  PRICE  SYSTEM  CIVILIZA- 
TION.  If  it  is  declared  criminal 
the  perpatrator  is  usually  incar- 
cerated; if  it  is  declared  civil 
the  perpetrator  is  often  elevated 
to  the  h-ighest  offices  society 
has  available.   Admitted  and  pro- 
ven FORGERY  has  frequently  been 
recorded  by  history  to  be  CIVILI- 
ZATION. 

Our  CONCEPT  of  anything  is  our 
IDEA  of  it.   IDEAS  are  here,  there, 
and  everywhere.   They  are  almost 
as  plentiful  as  human  beings. 
Price  System  civilization  began 
only  when  ideas  became  CODIFIED. 

Those  ideas  which  were  codified 
according  to  Hammurabi,  head  of 
the  Babylonian  empire,  2100  B.  C, 
and  subsequently  the  successive 
heads  of  the  Roman  empire,  the 
various  Popes,  the  Byzantine  em- 
porer,  Just  in  .tan --»  534  A.  D.,  and 
later  'dignitaries',  include  suck 
RELATIONSHIPS  as  citizenship,  mar- 
riage, divorce,  contract,  sale, 
partition,  exchange,  mortgage, 


usufruct  (the  right  of  using  and 
enjoying  the  fruits  or  profits  of 
an  estate  or  other  thing  belonging, 
to  another,  without  impairing  the 
substance},  servitudes,  succession, 

•rigs  and  so  on.   Of  these  most 
sprung  from  CANON  law,  but  all  are 
significant  within  legal  Price  Sys- 
tem civilization. 

TECiniOLOGY-CULTIVATED  civiliza- 
tion has  its  roots  in  antiquity 
too'.   The  Reindeer  Age  produced 
such  articles  as  reindeer  horn  ar- 
rows with  which  to  procure  food, 
the  pebble -cup-mortar  in  which  to 
.  rind  food,  throwing  spears  with 
which  to  'catch'  fish,  other  well- 
made  implements  of  stone  and  bone, 
and  canoes  of  skin  for  traveling 
on  water.   The  Bronze  Age  produced 
implements  of  a  mixture  of  tin  and 
copper.   Then  came  the  smelting  of 
iron  earlier  than  1000  D.  Co   From 
hand  tools  into  machine  technology 
certain  PHYSICAL  laws  were  observ- 
able—  specifically  those  of  ENERGY 
APPLIED  by  human  muscles,  later  by 
entraneous  energy  (other  than  hu- 
man muscle)  to  accomplish  such 
work  as  the  lever,  wheel  and  axle, 
pulley,  inclined  plane,  wedge,  and 
screw,  would  do.  Technology  pro- 
duced atomic  fission,  but  it  was 
Price  System  Christian  civiliza- 
tion that  dropped  the  atomic  bomb. 

The  MAIN  IDEA  of  Price  System 
civilization  is  to  perpetuate  the 
binding  of  mo3t  loose  ends  into  a 
tangle  of  ideas  concerning  the 
'must-do-s*  and  the  'must-not-do-a' . 
Each  new  religion  that  has  come  in- 
to being  has  contributed  to  Price 
System  civilization--it  rediscov- 
ered God  and  forced  into  codifica- 
tion certain  laws  that  now  exist* 
Most  professions,  'fair'  trade 
practices,  and  labor  organizations 
have  done  likewise;  until  today 
only  an  extremely  well-paid  lawyer 
can  tell  which  side  of  the  legal 
fence  he  will  have  to  fight  your 
case  from,  should  you  get  entangled 


in  Price  System  civilization. 

The  MAIN  IDEA  in  technology- 
cultivated  civilization  i3  to  r  - 
gard  climate,  soil,  biologic.  1," 
mineralogical,  and  human  resource, 
as  they  constitute  a  definite  unit 
in  a  definite  geographical  area 
through  which  applied  extraneous 
energy  can  be  made  to  flow  for 
the  benefit  of  ALL  in  that  area. 
It  means  to  balance  production 
and  distribution  of  goods  and 
services  in  the  specific  geograph- 
ical area.   There  are  two  such 
areas  in  the  northern  hemisphere 
and  only  two,  the  Continental 
area  of  Eurasia  and  the  Continen- 
tal area  of  North  America. 

V/e  have  spoken  of  the  codified 
ideas  of  Price  System  civilization 
as  those  concerned  with  the  inti- 
macies of  living  with  PROPERTY 
and  its  characteristic  extensions. 
What  do  we  mean  when  v/e  "say,  this 
is  my_  wife,  my  house,  my  car,  my 
U,  S»  Savings  "Bond,  etc,   All  that 
can  possibly  be  meant  by  MY  in 
these  respects,  is  that  according. 
to  the  CIVIL  CODE  we  can  DO  cer- 
tain things  and  CANNOT  DO  certain 
other  things  in  regard  to  the  wife 
house,  car,  U.  3.  Savings  Bond, etc. 

Legal  CIVILIZATION  whether  of 
the  Price  System  varieties  or  of 
technological  cultivation  estab- 
lishes SOCIAL  RELATIONSHIPS  and  it 
does  NOTHING  MORE.   Refer  to 
BLACK'S  definition  for  verifica- 
tion.  Whatever  ELSE  IS  done  with- 
in civilization  is  either  within 
the  range  of  Price  System  chican- 
ery, or,  within  the  facts  of  tech- 
nological operations;  both  are  in 
the  field  of  social  relations. 

This  view,  for  whoever  accepts 
it,  confines  the  entire  world  of 
confusions  within  comprehension  at 
the  level  of  mo3t  children,   They 
are  usually  able  to  understand  the 
simple  relationship  of  being-able- 
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to-get,  or,  not-being-able-to  get 
what  they  want  from  their  environ- 
ment. The  mechanics  resorted  to  by 
one  child  may  be  tantrums  and  open 
warfare;  the  mechanics  of  his  bro- 
ther may  be  the  application  of  well- 
planned  acceptable  behavior,  but  be 
assured  that  both  of  them  KNOW 
WHAT  TIIEY  WANT?  AND  HOW  TO  GO  ABOUT 
GETTING  IT.   Can  as  much  be  said 
about  adults?   Price  System  civili- 
zation has  caused  them  in  may  cases 
to  Lose  this  mental  functioning. 

Why  DONT  adults  discriminate  be- 
tween the  only  two  possible  rela- 
tionships in  civilization — the  Price 
System  and  the  Technological?  Some 
do,  but  very  few  as  yet.  Are  they 
too  lazy?   Living  within  civiLiza- 
t ion  has  become  a  strict  MODE  OF 
BEHAVIOR  toward  the  physical  ob- 
jects already  about  us  or  those  we 
can  produce.   Which  MODE  OF  BEHAV- 
IOR will  annihilate  the  other? 

Is  is  possible  for  property 
'rights',  trade,  values,  debts,  and 
their  derivatives  to  annihilate  the 
biologic  urge  in  the  human  being  to 
satisfy  his  basic  needs? 

Property  rights  have  survived 
through  seven  thousand  years  of 
known  history;  but  the  urge  to  sat- 
isfy basic  human  needs  has  survived 
beyond  the  Neanderthal,  Paleolithic, 
ITeolothic  Ages,  into  the  Age  of  Cul- 
tivation started  15,000  years  B.C. 
Accurately  expressed,  true  modern 
times  started  about  the  year  1900 
A-  D.   One -half  century  of  inten- 
sified technological  application 
has  so  changed  the  social  complex 
of  the  North  American  Continent  as 
to  have  already  placed  the  concepts 
of  Price  System  civilization  beyond- 
successful  execution. 

Within  the  Price  System  CONCEPTS, 
there  is  NO  EVIDENCE  that  will  con- 
tribute to  'an  improved  and  pro- 
gressive condition  of  the  people;' 
but  evidence  DOES  exist  within 
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Technological-Cultivated  civili- 
zation towards  the  probability  of 
a  greatly  improved  society.  The 
physical  needs  of  North  American 
citizens  CAN  BE  satisfied. 

The  Price  System  CONCEPT  main- 
tains organized  political  disorder 
onLy  TechnoLogy-Cultivated  civil- 
ization is  responsive  to  factual 
organized  government  by  function. 

Within  the  Price  System  CONCEPT 
systemmatized  labor  is  imperative 
in  order  to  INSURE  a  degree  of 
mass  purchasing  power.   Within 
TechnoLogy-Cultivated  civilization, 
now  being  presented  as 

TECHNOCRACY, 

individual  purchasing  power  shall 
automatically  be  distributed  to 
EVERY  CITIZEN  as  a  FUNCTION  of 
PRODUCTION.   Thus,  i3  every  citi- 
zen ASSURED  his  purchasing  power. 

Individual  ownership  of  the  soil 
is  but  an  hallucination — he  who 
does  not  pay  his  taxes  does  not 
'own'  property  unless  he  enjoys 
ecclesiastical  or  other  political 
privileges.   Individual  accumula- 
tions of  property  do  not  amount 
to  a  hill  of  beans  to  the  erst- 
while possessor  when  lawsuits  or 
enemy  nations  decide  otherwise. 

What  ARE  'humane  and  somewhat 
cultivated  manners  and  customs'? 
Are  they  wholesale  evictions, 
presentation  of  lay  off  notices, 
soup  Lines  and  WPA  stamps  for  the 
essentials,  in  order  for  a  person 
and  his  family  to  keep  on  exist- 
ing undernourished,  homeless? 

The  institution  of  the  family 
is  held  fundamental  by  many,  but 
it  has  become  a  legal  mockery 
when  parents  of  minor  children 
cannot  make  financial  ends  meet 
and  the  children  are  made  to  suf- 
fer gross  privations  in  the  sight 


of  /■  SUNDANCE  .   The  early  mother- 
child  relationship  is  something 
biologic^  '.the  result  of  glandular 
stimulations,  and  basicly  has  noth- 
ing in  common  with  Price  System  civ- 
ilization in  our  society  as  it  ex- 
ists in  North  Anerica--where  conven- 
tional marriage  has  become  little 
more  than  unlimited  license,  both 
in  and  out  of  the  'home.'   'Well- 
defined  and  respected  domestic  re- 
lations,' hum,  LEGALIZED  'man's  in- 
humanity' to  all  and  sundry  I   Fortun- 
ly,  the  writer  IS  happily  married 
even  if  it  is  legal,  but  how  many 
citizens  are  not? 

'Institutions  of  learning,  intel- 
lectual activity,  etc'  in  Price 
System  civilization  are  but  exten- 
sions of  folkways  and  mores,  those 
habits  and  ideas  of  behavior  whose 
origins  may  be  centuries,  or  only 
decades,  old--but  which  are  mostly 
PROPERTY  conscious.   True  brain 
functioning  or  superior  intellect 
consists  of  that  brain  development 
which  can  sustain  simultaneously  a 
high  number  of  interrelated  or  un- 
related conditioned  reflexes  WITH- 
OUT relapsing  into  a  lower  number 
of  them.   Professors  of  universi- 
ties sometimes  view  with  consider- 
able condescension  the  activities 
of  the  skilled  mechanic,  little 
realizing  that  it  takes  a  higher 
order  of  intelligence,  both  as  re- 
gards training  and  in  everyday  per- 
formance to  be  a  master  In  the  var- 
ious mechanical  fields  than  just 
'learned'  Professor  So-and-So. 
Price  System  civilization  is  little 
more  than  intellectual  Insolence 
sanctified  by  ancient  and  modern 
superstitious  men  brought  to  date 
by  tradition  under  compulsion. 

Dollars  regulate,  through  the 
courts,  legislatures  or  otherwise, 
the  culture  of  Price  System  civili- 
zation.  The  dollar  sign--$--i3  the 
hoped-for  universal  trade  mark  (the 
Marshall  Plan  tries  to  insure  its 
universality) ,  guaranteed  with  pa- 
tent right  by  the  Price  System  stat- 
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utes,  to  carr;/  on  the  'BONUS  AP- 
PEAL' offered* by  the  Wall  Street 
gods,  to  all  who  will  accept  It 
as  sucker  bait,   Lang's  fairy 
tales,  Aesop's  fables  and  Guerber's 
myths  were  not  used  in  the  public 
schools  a  generation  or  two  ago 
merely  to  entertain,  but  to  pre- 
pare youth  to  accept  BONUS  APPEAL. 

The  Price  System  civilization 
of  United  States  is  not  the  ; demo- 
cratic' result  some  people  think 
it  to  be,  but  it  was  accomplished 
through  the  efforts  of  lawyer 3-- 
corporation,  private  and  'shyster' 
in  the  employ  of  all  3orts  of  mora 
or  less  uninformed  and  mentally 
adolescent  citizens.  Twenty-two 
of  these  lawyers  became  presidents 
of  United  States,  positions  where- 
in they  could  further  inflict  the 
relics  of  the  past  upon  the  then 
present.

He  couldn't  tell  be- 
cause HE  COULDN'T  READ.   He  'thought' 
he  had  been  guaranteed  two  cents 
per  pound  per  packed  box  for  certain 
sized  fruit. 

Another  grower  COULD  read,   He 
'thought'  he  had  been  guaranteed 
2-J  cents  per  pound  per  packed  box. 
All  thirteen  growers  permitted  the 
MOVING  of  their  fruit«-grapefruit— 
from  their  respective  groves  with 
the  same  general  idea  chat  each  had 
been  guaranteed  anywhere  from  2  to 
2\   cents  per  packed  box  for  sizes 
100  or  larger.   All  growers  were 


seeking  action  by  the  Bureau  of 
Marked  Enforcement  as  the  result 
of  each  having  received  a  BILL 
for  his  fruit  instead  of  the  an- 
ticipated 'CHECK.' 

The  respondent  packing  house 
manager  and  his  field  men  were 
placed  in  the  witness  chair  also. 
They  could  road,  but  one  field  man 
explained  he  'talked  very  little' 
while  he  was  trying  to  get  a  per- 
son's fruit c   Another  said  HE 
TALKED,  but  he  failed  to  'read' 
to  the  'seller'  or  place  what  should 
have  been  placed  in  the  respective 
' contracts , ' 

The  sum  total  of  evidence 
amounted  to  the  fact  that  each  per- 
son involved  interpreted  the  word 
'guarantee'  to  mean  something  dif- 
ferent o   IT  DID,  in  RELATION  to 
the  knowledge  and  practises  of  t 
Price  System  in  regard  to  each  i 
dividual' s  crop.   Right  here,  per- 
mit us  to  interject  one  word  — 
FUNCTION.   FUNCTION  is  the  symbol 
we  carry  in  our  'mind'  to  express 
RELATIONSHIP.   (If  we  don't,  we 
should. ) 

What  RELATIONSHIP  did  the  word 
guarantee'  signify  to  the  respec- 
tive witnesses? 

One  thought  'guarantee'  meant 
had  a  definite  amount  of  mom  y 
coming  to  him  for  his  fruit  of 
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certain  sizes  exclusive  of  all 
other  conditions  and  qualifications. 
Another  thought  'guarantee'  meant 
for  money  for  all  fruit  of  a  def- 
inite size  in  addition  to  whatever 
other  sizes  brought.   Another 
thought  'guarantee'  meant  a  cash 
sale  instead  of  consignment.  An- 
other thought  'guarantee'  meant  a 
guarantee  against  any  loss  to  him. 
The  packing  house  manager,  as  re- 
spondent, interpreted  the  word  to 

m  a  guarantee  against  loss  to 
racking  house. 

The  investigation  was  being  con- 
ducted in  the  cause  of  'justice' 
as  a  privilege  of  our  'democracy.' 
Under  the  circumstances  which  pre- 
vailed, HOW  COULD  JUSTICE  BE  FORTH- 
COMING TO  ANY  ONE  OF  THEM? 

It  is  not  our  purpose  to  comment 
upon  the  legal  aspects  of  this  case. 
What  we  are  trying  to  do  is  to  ex- 
pose the  Price  System  as  a  system 
'of  CONFUSING  AND  CONFLICTING  RELA- 
TIONSHIPS which  CANNOT  be  brought 
into  harmony  by  ALL  or  ANY  of  our 
socalled  SACRED  documents,  prac- 
tises, and  interpretations.   The 
Declaration  of  Independence  does, 
and  interpretation  of  the  Consti- 
tution, federal  and  states'  stat- 
utes of  one  kind  or  another,  poli- 
tical practises,  may  and  often  do, 
for  one  purpose  or  another,  assume 
that  'all  men  are  created  equal.' 
The  worst  offenders  in  this  assump- 
tion are  the  rabble  rousers.  They 
want  to  start  a  mob  into  MORE  VIG- 
OROUS MOTION.   The  basis  for — 
the  design  of — the  Price  System  is 
to  create  'GOOD  BUSINESS1  and  lots 
of  it,   THROUGH  the  MOTIONS  that 
keep  a  steady  turnover.   Here  a- 
gain,  we  must  refer  to  the  word 
'function. ' 

It  was  the  function  of  the  word 
'guarantee'  to  MOVE  grapefruit.  It 
also  was  the  function  of  the  Dec- 
laration of  Independence  to  MOVE 
Americans  into  the  Revolutionary 


War.   It  is  the  function  of  the 
Constitution  to  make  the  Price 
System  operatable  by  establishing 
certain  limited  pathways  by  which 
MOTIONS  of  the  people  CAN  be 
channelized.  The  function  of  ev- 
ery statute  is  to  preserve  certain 
MOTIONS  and  outlaw  certain  other 
MOTIONS  in  order  to  keep  the  Price 
System  effective.  The  function 
of  every  sermon  and  classic  bit  of 
literature  is  to  MOVE  the  individ- 
ual in  an  already  accepted  direc- 
tion,  The  Price  System's  func- 
tions DIRECT  CONFUSION  AND  CON- 
FLICT, SO  THAT  THE  PRICE  SYSTEM 
CAN  MAINTAIN  ITSELF.   To  move  to 
maintain  the  Price  System  becomes 
the  function  of  every  PART  of  it. 

A  very  recent  example  of  DI- 
RECTED CONFUSION  was  editorialized 
in  the  San  Bernardino  Sun,  Decem- 
ber 17,  1948. 

'WHAT  IS  WANTED 

'The  official  administration 
attitude  toward  the  gloomy  fore- 
bodings that  have  oppressed  seme 
segments  of  the  business  world 
since  the  Nov.  2  election  could 
be  worse.   It  could  al3o  be 
better, 

'That  attitude  has  been  ex- 
pressed by  Secretary  of  Commerce 
Sawyer,  who  emerged  from  a  re- 
cent conference  with  President 
Truman  to  say  that  there  is  'no 
reason  for  any  legitimate  busi- 
ness to  be  fearful'  of  anything 
the  government  may  do  to  combat 
inflation.  Reminded  that  stock 
values  have  declined  $7,800,000, 
000  since  the  Democratic  victory 
at  the  polls,  he  commented  that 
he  see3  'no  reason  why  business 
should  be  concerned.' 

'What  business  wants  is  proof 
that  the  administration  under- 
stands the  economy  and  will  rec- 
commend  sound  remedies  for  its 

ills.' 
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In  order  to  clear  up  the  confus- 
ion that  the  ordinary  citizen  nay 
have  about  the  over-all  picture-- 
hla  receiving  BILLS  instead  of 
•CHECKS*,  his  conditioning  as  a 
worshipper  of  SACRED  DOCUMENTS, 
his  political  ineptness  in  under^ 
standing  various  official  dictates, 
etc.,  he  must  first  understand  the 
FUNCTION  of  his  *  government . ' 

What' la  the  RELATIONSHIP  of  his 
'government'  to  the  Price  System? 
What  is  the  RELATIONSHIP  of  his 
i  government'  to  the  investing  per- 
sonnel which  exploits  North  Ameri- 
ca to  the  fullest  extent  of  the 
Price  System?  What  is  the  RELA- 
TIONSHIP Of  his  'government'  to 
the  natural  resources  of  this  Con- 
tinent? What  is  the  RELATIONSHIP 
of  his  'government '  to  him  as  one 
of  the  'equal'  men  in  the  elector- 
ate? 

Our  'government, '  administrated 
by  either  a  Democratic  or  Republi- 
can narty,  in  or  out  of  office,  is 
a  CONTROLLING  MECHANISM.   Our  'gov- 
ernment' is  THE  controlling  mech- 
anism of  THE 'PRICE  SYSTEM.   To  op- 
erate the  controlling  mechanism  is 
the  FUNCTION  of  whichever  political 
party  is  the  more  aggressive  in 
hypnotizing  the  public,  and  it  is 
also  the  FUNCTION  of  whichever  par- 
ty is  the  more  subtle  in  its  skull- 
duggery.  Our  'government'  is  a 
six-of-one,  and  a-half-dozen-of- 
the-other,  unit  functioning  wholly 
for  the  purpose  of  executing  Price 
System  design.   Its  RECORD  through- 
out the  years  verifies  this. 

You  may  intelligently  ask:  What 
is  the  RELATIONSHIP  of  my  'govern- 
ment' to  me  as  a  producer  or  user 
of  goods  and  services?   Your  'gov- 
ernment' is  THE  POLICEMAN  employed 
BY  THE  PRICE  SYSTEM  to  keep  you" in 
'your  place'  of  either  abundance  or 
scarcity  within  the  Price  System's 
alignment  of  rackets.  And  your 
'government'  uses  the  Declaration 


of  Independence,  the  Constitution, 
the  various  statutes,  to  keep  you 
in  your  relative  position — your 
place  between  the  big  boys  and 
the  little  boy3,  or  on  either  ex- 
tremity, and  then  proclaims  for 
all  the  world  to  hear  the  enigma 
of  United  Nations;   EQUALS  EQUAL 
EQUALS  I   The  real  meaning  of  YOU, 
AS  A  NORTH  AMERICAN  CITIZEN,  i3 
H  I  D  D  E  N   from  you. 

So  that  the  real  moaning  of  YOU, 
AS  A  NORTH  AMERICAN  CITIZEN  wo-t 
remain  hidden,  we  shall  try  to 
clear  up  these  points:   That  men 
are  NOT  biologically  equal;  That 
our  'government'  IS  NOT  the  con- 
trolling mechanism  of  industrial 
production,  but  rather  it  i3  the 
controlling  mechanism  of  YOUR  BE- 
HAVIOR in  regard  to  that  produc- 
tion j  That  most  Americans  r.re 
NORTH  AMERICAN  REFUGEES  IN  DIRE 
NEED  OF  A  CHANGE  IN  THE  SYSTEM  OF 
LIVING  ON  THIS  CONTINENT. 

There  is  absolutely  no  equality 
in  men.   Life,  as  is,  does  not 
confirm  any  basis  for  political 
'democracy'  whether  it  be  supposed 
for  individuals  in  a  municipality; 
a  state,  province  or  section,  or 
among  the  nations.   All  men  are 
not  of  the  same  size,  of  the  same 
strength,  courage,  health,  train- 
ing, capacity  for  learning  and 
doing  the  same  things,  nor  of 
structure--male  and  female  DO  ex- 
ist.  We  admit  men  and  women  are 
vertebrates.   So  are  toads,  dogs, 
lions,  mice  and  quite  Q  list  of 
other  animals.   On  this  one    'bas- 
is' of  'equality'  do  other  animals 
share  'democracy'  with  men? 

Men  are  not  equal  as  regards 
blood--negroes,  amerindians,  mon- 
golians, malayians  and  whites. 
Their  bloods  may  be  of  several 
shades  of  red.  (Or  blue.?')  Sample 
any  man's  blood  from  his  liver, 
lungs,  or  the  four  partitions  of 
his  heart.   The  samples  will  be 
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different,  even  when  taken  from'  LheT) 
man,  as  to  starch,  fat  and  protein, 
content.  Oxygenation  will  be  dif- 
ferent when  taken  from  different 
parts  of  the  same  body  and  differ- 
ent for  each  individual  under  dif- 
ferent environmental  conditions. 

The  sense  organs  from  any  one 
man  from  time  to  time,  even  with- 
out dealing  with  multiples,  are 
extremely  important  in  his  manner 
of  observation  and  in  his  reflexes 
and  conditioned  reactions,   Under 
certain  circumstances  visual  sensa- 
tions may  predominate,  as  when  the 
'wolf  in  him  whistles,  'whee- 
wheu, '  as  the  pretty  gal  passes. 
Under  other  circumstances  his  aud- 
io sensations  may  predominate',  as 
when  he  hears  Reverend  Whosit  emit 
a  gush  of  pathos,  Candidate  Blank 
•ballyhoo  this  or  that  project,  or 
when  his  wife  ridicules  him.   Mul- 
tiple these  differences  by  the  to- 
tal population,  when  you  measure 
the  'governing'  mess  'democracy' 
has  gotten  us  into. 

You  CANNOT  DEFINE  'the • self-evi- 
dent truth'  'that  all  men  are  cre- 
ated equal.'   The  statement  is  po- 
litical BOSH.   Biological  'equal- 
ity' does  not  exist,  nor  does  po- 
litical 'equality'  exist.   What  e- 
quality  is  there  in  this  'equation*? 
Minus  1%   equals  99  plus  %1   283,000 
families  have  incomes  of  more  than 
$10,000  annually,  while  53,000,000 
families  are  slapped  down  with  in- 
comes of  less  than  $10,000  annual- 
ly? Of  which  19,000,000  have  less 
than  $2,000  annually?  Unit  for  unit 
equality  CANNOT  EXIST  among  vari- ' 
able  quantities. 

WHO  CARES?  WHAT  DIFFERENCE  DO 
THE  ABOVE  FACTS  MAKE?  Price  System 
7000  years  old;  all  traditional  in- 
stitutions support  same;  we  eat, no 
eat,  we  ^joln  ancestors  l  Why  bring 
up  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
the  Constitution,  etc.  we've  got 
the  highest  standard  of  living  on 


earth,  haven't  we?   Besides  who- 
ever even  THINKS  about  social 
conditions  is  a 'darn  COMMUNIST' 
and  is  liable  to  be  put  in  the 
hoosegowt 

So  you  and  I  shall  remain  North 
American  REFUGEES t 

We  are  not  fugitives,  we  have 
committed  no  crime--we  have  o- 
beyed  the  laws  of  our  country, we 
have  paid  our  taxes,  we  have 
reared  and  educated  our  children, 
we  have  worked  hard  in  our  youch, 
and  harder  during  the  depression 
and  the  two  wars,  but  now  we  are 
NORTH  AMERICAN  REFUGEES  I  We  are 
told  we  shall  'love  democracy  and 
justice.'   The  House  Un-American 
activities  committee  shall  inves- 
tigate any  one  of  us  on  any  pre- 
tense whatsoever,  if  we  publicly 
say  we  dont  love  our  Price  System 
♦democracy'  and  'justice.'  If 
that  committee  doesn't  investi- 
gate, then  individual  members  of 
a  PTA,  OCC,  XYZ,  church,  lodge, 
credit  association  and  GOSS'.'P  Inc. 
may  carry  on  a  semi-private  in- 
vestigation. 

There  is  ONLY  ONE  group  of  peo- 
ple which  seriously  cares  about 
this  whole  affair,  and  its  mem- 
bers don't  care  about  US  as  in- 
dividuals. This  is  the  group  of 
trained  technologists  who  have  to 
operate  this  Continent.  They 
have  the  job  of  making  our  HIGH 
PRODUCTION  INDUSTRIAL  TECHNIQUES 
WORK.   If  those  high  production 
techniques  cannot  be  made  to  work 
because  of  Price  System  INTERFER- 
ENCE CONTROLS,  then  the  trained 
technologists  will  bo  refugees 
too.  They  are  in  the  same  pinch 
that  General  Stillwell  was  in, 
when  he  was  in  Asia.   He  was 
forced  against  his  will  to  main- 
tain a  political  honeymoon  with 
the  higher-ups  while  'they  played 
a  phoney  deck.'   The  design  of 
the  Price  System  is  full  of  poli- 
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tical  short  circuits,  harpoons, 
weary  battles,  a  few  blessed  plea- 
sures and  vengeance- -all  of  then 
written  somehow  in  most  every  Amer- 
ican's history. 

In  the  main,  we  want  to  tell  you 
that  there  is  a  different  system 
for  living— a  design  with  FUNCTIONS 
entirely  different  from  those  of 
the  Price  System*   In  this  proposed 
scientific  system — The  North  Ameri- 
can Technate— the  CONTROLLING  MECH- 
ANISM of  our  industrial  production 
must  be  the  TOTAL  AMOUNT  of  North 
American  purchasing  power  available 
to  COMPLETELY  DISTRIBUTE  that  pro- 
duction to  NORTH  AMERICANS.  Energy 
cost  must  replace  price  levels.   We 
want  you  to  know  that  the  Price  Sys- 
tem design  is  the  INTERFERENCE  CON- 
TROL WHICH  PREVENTS  SUCH  SMALL  FRY 
AS  MOST  OF  US  NOW  ARE,  FROM  ENJOY- 
ING REAL  AMERICAN  CITIZENSHIP.  We 
want  you  to  realize  that  there  are 
RULES  IN  THE  PRICE  SYSTEM  GAME; 
that  these  RULES  are  incorporated 
in  our  public  documents  and  that 
any  administration  of  'our  govern- 
ment' must  ENFORCE  THESE  RULES  re- 
gardless of  their  effect  upon  us 
as  producers,  consumers,  citizens, 
as  human  beings;  that  the  controll- 
ing mechanism  of  the  Price  System— 
'our  government'  must  per  se  con- 
tinuously disregard,  sabotage,  and 
condemn  the  physical  laws  of  nature 
as  being  either 'communism'  or  so 
much  poppy-cock. 

We  want  you  to  KNOW  that  the  de- 
sign of  the  Technate  DOES  NOT  CON- 
TAIN, DOES  NOT  ENFORCE  any  rule  of 
the  Price  System  design. 

The  rules  of  the  Price  System  de- 
sign are  all  rules  concerning  DEBT. 
There  are  the  debt  claims  against 
individuals,  commodities,  nations, 
the  future,  equipment,  processes, 
family  relationships  (inheritance, 
alimony,  trust  funds  etc.).   When 
a  debt  claim  is  transf erred--MOVED 
--from  one  column  to  a  certain 


other  column  by  legal  action, 
trade  or  commerce,  it  becomes  a 
CERTIFICATE  OF  OWNERSHIP.   Certi- 
ficates of  ownership  are  expressed 
in  MANY  ways — in  the  Constitu- 
tions of  various  organizations, 
nations,  in  treaties,  in  unwritten 
social  and  political  agreements, 
in  all  sorts  of  legal  documents 
described  by  such  words  as  title, 
deed,  bill  of  sale,  bill  of  lad- 
ing, copyright,  patent,  partner, 
trading  company,  corporation, 
stockholder,  yes  and  'guarantee-' 
In  dealing  with  these  things  and 
the  rules  pertaining  thereto,  Geru 
Stillwell  in  his  military  capaci- 
ty so  ably  described  his  task  as 
'shovelling  so  much  manure.' 

Creation  of  debt  is  the  major 
FUNCTION — the  moving  force  within 
the  Price  System.   Creation  of 
debt  or  ownership — profit  or  lo3S 
—  exists  only  in  the  COMPANY  of 
other  FUNCTIONS — those  relation- 
ships between  man  and  his  'govern- 
ment' and  vice  versa,  man  to  man, 
man  to  his  church  and  vice  versa, 
man  to  his  other  social  institu- 
tions and  vice  versa.  This  Body 
of  Functions  is  what  constitutes 
the  Price  System  we  have  been 
talking  about.   It  is  the  envir- 
onment you  and  I  and  all  before 
us,  have  lived  in.   While  we 
could  garner  a  goodly  share  of 
commodities,  services  or  other 
certificates  of  ownership,  we 
were  members  In  good  standing  in 
that  American  fraternity  which  we 
were  taught  to  call  The  American 
Way- -The  Democratic  Processes- 
Free  Enterprise  for  Entrepreneurs. 


But  the  world  over 
inherent  In  LIVING  in 
groups  have  changed, 
remotest  territories 
hitherto  v/ere  conside 
backward  places  have 
WITH  and  BY  changed  f 
Modern  technology  in 
grees  has  invaded  the 
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almost  everywhere. 

What  did  MODERN  TECHNOLOGY,  in 
the  two  World  V/ars,  DO  TO  US?  TECH- 
NOLOGY CHANGED  THE  RATE  OF  ALL  OUR 
OPErlATIONS.   We  no  longer  played  . 
the  Price  System  cane  with  penny 
chips,  nor  with  pound  nations,  but 
with  RESOURCE  CONTINENTS.   Every 
pre-war  concept,  every  pre-war  re- 
lationship, EVERY  'PRE-WAR  FUNCTION 
was  disturbed,  completely  changed, 
or  rendered  wholly  inadequate. 

Social  change  has  been  precipitated 

UPON  US.  The  debt  super-saturated 
price  System  in  its  struggle  to 
'corner  all,'  'get  while  the  get- 
tin's  good'  brought  comfort  to  less 
than  Vf0   of  U.  3.  citizens  and  made 
REFUGEES  out  of  99plus  %   of  us. 
The  minus  1%   are  only  enjoying 
their  comfort  because  of.  their 
'brass •»   They  are  too  near  the 
refugee  state  to  enjoy  lasting  com- 
fort.  Come  quick,  go  quicker  I 

SO  WHAT  IS  THIS  NEW,  THIS  DIFFER- 
ENT SYSTEM  OF  LIVING  I   THIS  DESIGN 
called  THE  TECHNATE!   What  are  ITS 
FUNCTIONS?  — ITS  INTERNAL  RELATION- 
SHIPS? 

First  consider  our  world  is  an 
enclosure  enveloped  by  atmoshere. 
Here  then,  is  a  matter-energy  re- 
sources unit,  with  people  who  want 
to  keep  alive  as  long  as  each  one 
of  them  can  do  so.   The-  only  way 
they  can  possibly  keep  alive  IS  TO 
CONVERT  the  energy  and  matter  imme- 
diately available  to  them  in  their 
respective  localities,  INTO  GOODS 
AND  USEFORMS. 

On  this  Continent,  this  conver- 
sion of  energy  and  matter  into 
goods  and  useforms  is  only  one-half 
the  BASIC  FUNCTION  of  the  new  sys- 
tem of  living.  The  other  one-half 
is  to  DISTRIBUTE  these  goods  and 
useforms  to  ALL  NORTH  AMERICANS. 
This  Continent  is  our  locality. 
(Geographic  Asia  belongs  to  Asiatics, 
geographic  Europe  to  Europeans, 
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geographic  Africa  to  Africans  and 
geographic  South  America  to  South 
Americans. ) 

We  will  operate  this  Continent 
as  an  independent  production- 
consuming  unit—tho  eminent  domain 
of  the  NEW  SOCIAL  ORDER.  Such  a 
basis  for  operations  is  comprehen- 
sive.  In  the  Technate  our  over- 
all physical  possibilities  and 
limitations  are  knowable — are  mea- 
surable. Within  the  Price  System 
the  several  RATES  of  performarre 
of  these  possibilities  and  limi^u 
tions  are  haphazard  and  specula- 
tive. Within  the  design  of  the 
Technate  our  ONE  all  inclusive 
RATE  OF  PERFORMANCE  is  technolog- 
ically measurable.  Herein  lies 
the  major  difference  between  the 
design  of  the  Price  System  and 
the  design  of  the  Technate:   In 
the  Price  System  the  chance  rates 
of  simulated  performance  are  not 
managable;  in  the  Technate  the 
one  s  ientifically  integrated 
rate  of  performance  is  managable. 
It  is  managable  because  the -Tech- 
nate will  use  an  accurate  measur- 
ing devise— the  Energy  Certificate 
to  measure  the  total  consumption, 
minute  by  minute  of  every  24  hours 
and  gear  PRODUCTION  to  this  exact, 
although  moving^  rate. 

Within  the  Price  System  nobody 
knows  with  what  he  is  working;  it 
is  something  vaguely  called  The 
Market,  sometimes  includes  the 
auction,  the  exchange,  the  curb, 
several  gyp-joints  and  foreign 
stooges,  and  often  the  weather. 
In  the  Technate,  out  technologists 
will  know  exactly  with  what  they 
are  working — balancing  the  rate 
of  consumption  with  the  production 
of  goods  and  services,  and  the 
further  development  and  utiliza- 
tion of  our  physical  environment c 

This  NEW  DESIGN  is  as  good  as 
any  REASON,  if  you  insist  on  one, 
for  our  living  and  reproducing 
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ourselves.   This  new  design  takes 
the  insecurity  out  of  existence  and 
furnishes  us  with  the  ability — the 
technical  skill--to.  accomodate  our- 
selves to  the  various  changes  in 
magnitude  that  do  occur.   The  design 
of  the  Technate  is  the  design  of 
the  most  efficient  social  tool  tech* 
nology  has  developed  to  do  the  so- 
cial work  required  to  furnish  our 
people  with  abundant  life*   If  a 
thing  that  is  being  measured  changes 
in  magnitude,  the  number  expressing 
the  measure  will  change.   The  design 
of  the  Technate,  as  a  machine  tool, 
takes  care  of  this  sort  of  variable. 
It  takes  care  of  constants  and  both 
independent  and  dependent  variables, 
The  how,  why,  and  where  of  a  change 
in  one  sequence  often  relates  to 
other  sequences.  The  Technate  is  a 
scientific  engineering  -design  which 
considers  rates  of  performance  of 
the  various  relationships  in  the 
New  Order  of  primay  importance  so 
as  to  synchronize  the  entire  social 
mechanism, 

'■/hat  is  TECHNOCRACY?   TECHNOCRAT  - 
CY  today  i3  the  symbolic  treatment 
--the  research  and  education  in*- 
volved — for  the  people  of  this  Con- 
tinent, through  their  real  government, 
to  install  the  Technate,  Technocra- 
cy teaches  us  the  real  definition 
of  FUNCTION — the  accurate  expression 
of  relationship.   Function  in  the 
Technate  CANNOT  be  expressed  by  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  the 
Constitution,  our  federal  and  states1 
statutes.  Therefore  Technocracy  must 
call  your  attention  to  these  instru- 
ments and  describe  them  as  docu- 
ments of  great  political  lore,  but 
also  as  OBSOLETE  MECHANICAL  DEVISES.

ket Enforcement)  are  North  Ameri- 
ca's most  destitute  REFUGEES. 

Calculate  your  own  biologic 
social  need,  that  direct  inter- 
course with  your  physical  environ- 
ment that  nature  demands  of  you 
for  your  wellbeing.   Sit  down I 
with" paper  and  pencil,  ENUMERATE 
and  CHART  your  own  FUNCTIONAL  re- 
quirements— food,  housing,  cloth- 
ing, recreation,  education,  trans- 
portation, disposal  of  waste, 
light,  water,  heat,  medical  and 
dental  care  and  all  the  rest. 
Knowing  you  can  have  ALL  THESE 
REQUIREMENTS  SATISFIED,  without 
the  interference  of  the  Price 
System,  YOU  WILL  BE  SURE  TO  WEL- 
COME AND  JOIN  TECHNOCRACY  INC. 
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THE  GROWTH  OP  TECHNOCRACY  INC.

Just  look  at* 
the  many  masterpieces  of  backward- 
ness around  you.   Is  there  much 
consolation  or  hope  in  them? 


What  Is  SOCIAL  TECHNOLOGY? 

Social  Technology  is  the  action 
of  designing  inventions  and  execu- 
ting tactics  that  are  in  agreement 
with  the  forces  of  nature  as  they 
contribute  to  the  ELIMINATION  OF 
THE  STRUGGLE  for  existence. 

Social  Technology  makes  use  of 
the  substitution  of  EXTRANEOUS 
power  for  MANpower  in  getting  work 
done. 

Social  Technology  dispossesses 
man  of  his  superstitions,  philoso- 
phies, his  affected  aesthetics, 
and  replaces  these  things  with  the 
tools  of  science. 

Why  haven't  newer  techniques 
been  established? 

Too  many  North  Americans  with 
plenty  of  big-shot-itis  did  not 
'need  or  appreciate'  the  'messages' 
by  which  PURE  TECHNOLOGICAL  RE- 
SEARCH was  trying  to  RE-EDUCATE 
them.   As  to  what  has  always  hap- 
pened in  medicine — professional 
jealousies  have  always  cast  an  om- 
inous shadow  into  the  laboratories 
of  medicine's  pure  research.   Dr. 
A  didn't  want  Dr.  B  to  have  an  ad- 
vantage over  Dr.  A.   Nevertheless, 
medical  technology  has  made  stride 
over  medical  ineptness.  As  a  ref- 
erence Good  Housekeeping  magazine 
of  September  1948,  page  30,  con- 
tains an  interesting  article  en- 
titled 'Keep  Up  With  Medicine.' 

Here,  a  little  history  of  Tech- 
nocracy is  not  out  of  order:  Tech- 
nocracy was  conceived  by  certain 
scientifically  unselfish  men  in 
1919  as  a  result  of  the  Energy  Sur- 
vey of  the  North  American  Continent 
THEY  HAD  NO  PECUNIARY  MOTIVATION. 
Technocracy  was  born  March  29,1933 
and  its  Birth  Certificate  was 
filed  April  8,  1933.   By  July  4, 
1934  the  shadow  of  over  300  politi- 
cal organizations  had  already  pro- 


mulgated some  abortive  form  of 
Technocracy.   One  said  it  should 
be  used  as  a  political  tool  to 
win  votes  for  Tanmany  candidates. 
Another  said  it  should  be  infused 
with  religious  sentiments  to  raise 
the  morale  of  the  depre3sion-hit 
struggler.  There  were  better  than 
298  other  equally  ignorant  and 
selfish  suggestions.   But  when 
mo3t  of  these  organizations  found 
out  that  TECHNOCRACY- -THE  MECHAN- 
ISM-- COULD  NOT  BE  ADMINISTRATED 
within  the  Price  System  they  had 
the  Price  System  sense  to  know  it 
would  be  UNPROFITABLE  to  spend 
their  time  in  its  laboratory.   But 
there  are  always  a  few  die-hards 
ready  to  grab  at  AlfY  hope  of  mak- 
ing a  dollar  out  of  TECHNOCRACY— 
THE  BODY  OF  THOUGHT.   Naturally, 
these  became  PEEPING  TOMS.  Or, 
should  we  go  further  and  condemn 
them  as  social  forgers  of  Technoc- 
racy's good  name? 

This  above  history  isn't  impor- 
tant except  that  it  can  serve  as 
an  illustration  for  the  explana- 
tion of  other  PHYSICAL  FORCES  cur- 
rent today.   Current  social  forces 
ARE  physical  forces  that  have  de- 
veloped from  origins  as  early  as 
'the  creation  of  the  world.'   Ac- 
cording to  Moses,  via  Josephus, 
man  was  created  from  the  dust  of 
RED  EARTH.   So  RED,  as  a  SYMBOL, 
is  as  old  as  man  himself.   What 
PHYSICAL  FORCE  does  RED  in  this 
day  of  1948  suggest  to  you?  Ask 
some  entrepreneur,  he  wont  say  the 
force  of  'creation'  but  instead  he 
will  insist  that  RED  is  the  force 
of  'destruction.' 

Some  journalists  have  told  us 
that  about  the  year  1,000  B.  C, 
•God  created  the  Caucasian  race-- 
forebears  of  modern  'democratic 
nations.  The  details  of  this  color 
change  in  the  dust  of  the  earth  are 
too  numerous  and  complex  to  engage 
our  study,  so  we'll  skip  some  elev- 
en hundred  years  to  just  before 
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the  First  Crusade — 1096-99,  be- 
cause IT  and  those  following  were 
in  some  historian's  words,  so  ro- 
mantic and  picturesque.   Undisci- 
plined crowds,  even  as  we  have 
THEM,  TODAY,  committed  all' sorts 
of  excesses,  every  outrage  that 
could  be  named.  That  condition 
was  much  too  unwieldy  for  the  en- 
trepreneurs of  that  day.  Hence,  a- 
oout  a  year  later  the  Christian 
crowds  became  ORGANIZED  under  La- 
tin tutelage.   Shortly  thereafter 
they  caotured  Antioch  and  then 
seized  the  AUTHORITY  of  the  Patri- 
arch of  Jerusalem,  but  they  could 
not  quite  walk  away  with  the  'real 
property' --the  land  and  mineral 
resources  so  bothersome  for  United 
Nations  Security  Council  today. 

There  is  a  dispute  whether  there 
were  seven  or  nine  crusades  up  to 
the  year  1270.  No  matter,  we  are 
more  interested  in  events  as  of 
1946  leading  up  to  the  present. 
It  was  little  more  than  two  and 
one-half  years  ago  that  Pope  Pius 
XII  called  upon  all  Roman  Catho- 
lics the  world  over  for  a  'holy 
crusade  against  communism. '   The 
two  partners  of  the  Price  System 
tripartite  consolidation — Business 
and  Politics — promptly  hopped  the 
'sacred'  bandwagon  for  the ■ loot 
they  foresaw.   Scarcely  a  person 
outside  the  RED  influence  was  ex- 
cused from  eventual  participation. 
He  who  excused  himself  would  be 
smitten  and  destroyed  by  the  sword 
of  the  Lord,   The  ORGANIZATION  of 
TECHNOCRACY  INC.

During  World  War  II,  the  United  States  out-produced  the  world 
both  in  her  production  of  raw  materials  and  of  finished  manufac- 
tured goods.

With  each 
of  his  promises  invent  a  slogan, 
and  the  American  private  enterprise 
system  may  yet  send  you  as  an  envoy 
to  Europe  I   To  Asia  I   To  Africa l 
To  South  America  I   On  the  plane 
with  you  will  be  your  grand  prize 
of  an  electric  backscratcher, 

17 e  Technocrats  take  it  of  course, 
that  YOU  LIKE  to  be  conditioned  to 


behave  as  the  various  candidates 
and  peddlers  cf  '.treryfching  from 
soup  to  nuts  want  you  to,  and  that

Do  YOU  know  that  condition- 
ing is  a  mechanistic  response  to 
given  stimuli — the  effect  of 
forces  applied  upon  your  nervous 
system?   If  you  do,  and  accurately 
understand  the  REASONS  for  their 
application,  then  you  are  mentally 
ready  to  laugh  in  the  face  of  the 
coming  election.   If  you  dont  know 
what  YOUR  CONDITIONING  is,  then 
you  are  one  of  the  legion  of  con- 
fused robots  whose  connection 
cables  make  you  overheat,  ultimate- 
ly to  blow  a  fuse  or  worse. 

When  some  prank? ter  has  placed 
a  good  sized  tack  with  the  business 
end  upward  on  the  chair  you  have 
unconcernedly  sat  upon,  what  hap- 
pens?

And 
howl   He  continues  this  process  of 
showing  displeasure  from  these  stim- 
uli in  one  manner  or  another,  until 
he  reaches  YOUR  age  UNLESS  he  has 
been  CONDITIONED  otherwise.   We 

•it  to  drive  hone  to  you  the  fact 
that  animal,  plant,  machine,  YOUR 
HUMAN,  BEHAVIOR  is  a  process  of  re- 
sponding to  stimuli,  that  this  pro- 
cess is  an  mechanistic  as  birth  in 
bhe  beginning  of  life  and  as  death 
at  the  end  of  life. 

pressiOn  of  emotion,  skill,  ed- 
icatlon,  socialization— all  of  our 
activities —  are  dependent  upon 
this  mechanistic  stimulus-response 
connection.   But  these  behavior 
reactions  can  be,  and  very  often 
are,  side-tracked  by  INTERFERENCE 
CONTROLS  of  environment,  training, 
or  experiences.   However  helpless 
^e  individualy  may  be  about  over- 
coming these  interference  controls, 
we  are  either  conscious  or  uncon- 
scious of  them.   Upon  this  fact  de- 
pends to  a  very  large  extent  our 
MEASURE  of  mental  balance  or  un- 
balance.  The  deciding  feature — 
the  AWARENESS— of  this  side-track- 
ing—this conditioning--  is  de- 
pendent upon  how  often  the  interfer- 
ence control  has  been,  or  must  be, 
repeated.   Various  stimuli  may  need 
to  be  repeated  only  three  or  four 
times  to  become  fixed,  others  may 
require  a  repetition  of  fifty  or  a 
hundred  timest 

Just  HOW  then,  have  YOU  become 
conditioned  by  any  given  person  or 
groups  of  politicians,  bankers, 
preachers,  school  teachers,  friends, 

rubers  of  your  own  family?  You 
nay  be  willing  to  admit  he,  or 
they,  have  established  YOUR  parti- 
cular behavior  pattern—your  condi- 
ing —  for  you,  but  how  did  they  get 
by  with  it?  You  have  become  con- 
ditioned through  the  process  of 
some  force  REPEATEDLY  side-tracking 


you  from  your  natural  mechanistic 
response,  or,  by  reinforoj     >u 
REPEATEDLY  in  holding  to  it.   This 
FORCE,  personal  or  Impersonal,  has 
been  the  control  chamber  from 
which  your  actions  have  been  di- 
rected.

These  fur- 
nish the  scientific  answer  as  to 
H  0  W  you  behave. 

The  W  H  Y  you  behave  as  you  do 
is  the  measure  of  the  amount  of 
effort,  the  number  of  interfer- 
ence controls  PLACED  in  your  way, 
by  the  design  of  OTHERS,  or.    of 
EVENTS,  against  you,  or,  is  the 
measure  of  support  THEY  GIVE  you. 
It  is  YOUR  ENVIRONMENT  that  so 
often  makes  you  a  dullard-looking, 
obstinate  and  generally  down-trod- 
den beaatrDf -burden.   It  Is  the 
MEASURE  of  designed  direction,  one- 
way or  another,  Its  effectiveness 
upon  you,  to  which  you  react.   We 
are  back  where  we  started  fron— 
your  mechanistic  behavior  of  stim- 
ulus and  response— only  we  hope  to 
have  added  the  FACT  that  all  as- 
pects involved  are  measureable. 

When  you  ACCEPT  this  fact,  THAT 
ALL  ASPECTS  INVOLVED  ARE  MEASURE 
ABLE,  you  will  have  attained  men- 
tal balance  and  become  in  a  small 
measure,  but  only  in  a  very  small 
measure,  POSSESSOR  of  yourself, 
you'll  still  have  to  pay  the  PRICE 
for  your  bed  and  your  breeches, 
BUT,  you  will  be  ready  to  witness 
the  coming  election  without  ex- 
citement, false  hopes,  or  subse- 
quent disappointment.   You  will 
stop  worrying  about  whether  Can- 
didate X  will  get  a  majority  of 
votes  and  instead  you  will  b^gin 
to  take  STOCK  of  YOURSELF. 
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You  will  begin  to  search  out  vo^R 
OWN  capacities  instead  of  imagining 
some  candidates,  and  for  the  first 
time  you  may  feel  impelled  to  apply 
them  in  a  different  direction. 
Jour  fidelity,  your  YOU  TO  HIM  re- 
lationship will  have  become  very 
plain,  and  very  significant  to  you.

The  bigger  the 
task,  the  greater  organization  must 
be.   We  Technocrats  are  selecting 
our  helpmates  from  the  many  who 
WANT  TO  LIVE  HERE.   There  are  those 
who  live  here  with  less  desire  than 
they  have  for  the  dollars  they  re- 
ceive.  You  may  be  one  of  them I  If 
so,  Technocrats  will  surely  show 
you  the  utmost  in  contempt, 

We  have  the  image  of  what  we  can 
have— TECHNOLOGICAL  SOCIAL  ORDER — 
before  us.  We  are  asking  you  who 
want  to  live  here  to  PARTICIPATE 
in  our  endeavor  so  that  we  can  give 
this  image  full  energy  and  vigor. 
Our  aggregate  responsibility  re- 
quires new  action — SOCIAL  CHANGE. 
SOCIAL  CHANGE  is  the  only  vehicle 
that  can  install  THE  TECHNATE.   So- 
cial change  requires  our  concerted 
EFFORT- -planning  and  doing  of  the 
DYNAMICALLY  BALANCED  things,  with- 
out waste  in  time,  substance  or 
energy,  and  THEN,  SEEING  the  re-» 
suits  of  our  applied  energy.   Tech- 
nocrats have  no  illusions  about  die- 
ing  in  World  war  III  to  try  to  pre- 
serve the  Price  System,  or  in  North 
American  CIVIL  WAR  as  martyrs.

Social  Order — THE  TECHNATE--  so 
that  North  Americans  could  have 
a  mattress  to  sleep  on  and  a 
HOME  TO  SLEEP  IN, 

Picture  the  physical  grandeur 
of  the  living  of  the  members  in 
the  inner  circle  of  the  price 
System  in  contrast  with  the  liv- 
ing of  those  displaced  and  dis- 
possessed North  Americans.   WHY 
the  difference???   Price  System 
DISORDER,  not  vengeance,  instead 
of  TECHNOLOGICAL  SOCIAL  ORDER! 
Technocrats  are  not  asking  you  to 
take  away  anything  worthwhile 
from  the  big  shots  in  the  Price 
System.   Such  action  would  usher 
in  civil  war.   We  Technocrats  in- 
sist that  North  America  MUST 
AVOID  civil  war,  that  there  must 
be  a  bloodless  transition  to  a 
more  satisfactory  way  of  living. 
But  no  citizen  of  North  America 
will  be  able  to  escape  HIS  indiv- 
idual responsibility  in  citizen- 
ship.  There  is  an  unalterable 
physical  reason  WHY  this  i3  so. 

What  have  we  supposedly  'good' 
citizens  let  many  of  our  rivers 
do?  What  are  we  this  moment  per- 
mitting our  president  and  legis- 
lators to  do?  our  mine  owners  and 
minors?  railroad  stockholders  and 
railway  men,  shipowners  and  long- 
shoremen, educators?  business  ex- 
ecutives? 'our  fellow  citizens'? 
Surely,  you  don't  mean  to  admit 
that  it  is  the  Price  System  that 
i3  keeping  YOU  from  doing  any- 
thing to  correct  all  the  undesir- 
able conditions!   Yet,  yon  KNOW 
such  is  the  fact, 

Nov/  proud  can  anyone  of  us  be 
of  the  demonstration  in  ignorance 
and  uncertainty  our  combined  cit- 
izenship has  rendered?  Nost  in- 
dividuals are  uninformed  in  that 
they  do  NOT  know  that  the  pres- 
sure of  the  Price  System  equals 
the  total  force  it  exerts  on  f 
contained  areas  on  this  North 


American  Continent.  Remove  the 
boundary  lines  and  combine  these 
areas --Canada,  United  States,  Mex- 
ico and  Central  America  to  the  e- 
quator — and  immediately  that  pres- 
sure within  each  contained  area  is 
removed.   Technically,  the  job  is 
as  easy  as  that.   Social  pressure 
within  the  North  American  entirety 
would  then  be  far  less.   This  fact 
worries  the  manipulators  of  the 
Price  System  because  it  strikes  out 
their  proposed  manipulations • 

Once  we  recognize  that  v/e  have  a 
mathematical  and  engineering  prob- 
lem confronting  us,  we  begin  to  un- 
derstand the  utter  futility  in  pol- 
itics.  As  individuals,  we  are  small 
particles  confined  within  the  boun- 
daries of  anyone  of  any  one  of  the 

four  areas,   particularly  in  United 
Ststes  and  Canada,  the  disorder  in 
the  Price  System  shakes  us  around. 
As  that  disorder  increases  v/e  are 
shaken  more--our  motion  gains  .accel- 
eration. With  each  succeeding  shake 
up  we  increase  in  acceleration  un- 
til finally  we  are  but  the  human 
picture  of  atom3  whirling  around  in 
a  natural  cyclotron.  The  walls  of 
the  manmade  cyclotron  are  built  to 
withstand  great  amounts  of  accumu- 
lated energy,  but  the  boundaries  of 
the  four  political  areas  definitely 
were  not.  VJhen  the  limit  of  our 
social  tolerance  is  reached,  than 
our  trouble  will  really  begin.  Tech- 
nocrats, being  informed  individuals 
are  pointing  out  the  one  satisfac- 
tory way  out  of  our  Price  System 
troubles,  and  since  you  and  I  are 
each  one  of  the  small  particles 
acted  upon  by  the  Price  System,  we 
will  HAVE  TO  UNDERSTAND  OUR  OBLIGA- 
TION IN  CITIZENSHIP. 


We  are  obliged  to  uncover  the 
ORGANIZATION — the  masquerade — 
in  the  Price  System,  because  the 
Price  System  ORGANIZATION  has  a 
definite  PURPOSE  which  has  af- 
fected each  of  us.  However, 
first,  we  must  understand  this 
basic  fact:   Living  our  lives  IS 
the  end  product  of  METABOLISM 
(which  happens  to  be  the  record 
of  the  changes  in  the  flow  of  en- 
ergy as  it  passes  through  us), 
PLUS,  whatever  CONDITIONING  we 
have  had  thrust  upon  us.  This 
fact  of  metabolism  plus  condition 
ing  is  the  unalterable  discipline 
in  our  existence.   It  explains 
hov;  the  Price  System  could  get 
so  far  in  accomplishing  its  pur- 
pose.  Since  only  physiological 
differences  may  be  hereditary, 
the  rate  of  metabolism  (energy 
conversion) , plus  environmental 
conditioning,  delineates  human 
behavior. 

Price  System  imposition  has 
caused  us  to  say  the  behavior  OF 
this  or  that,  but  behavior  is  IN 
people,  IN  animals,  rivers,  atoms, 
in  the  designs  of  all  sorts  of 
mechanisms.   Behavior  is  IN  the 
design  of  our  Continent's  destiny, 
IN  the  Price  System,  IN  Technoc- 
racy,  Understanding  this  helps 
to  clarify  our  concept  of  SOCIAL

Whose  'leadership1  are  YOU  going 
to  follow?  any  newspaper's,  Mar- 
shall's, some  special  1948  candi- 
date's.  Or,  are  you  ready  to  really 
work  to  develop  the  kind  of  leader- 


ship that  is  capable  of  bringing 
complete  and  satisfactory  order 
out  of  North  America's  confusion? 

In  contrast  to  State  Department 
diplomacy,  TECHNOCRACY,  deriving 
from  its  responsibility  to  the 
citizens  of  THIS  Continent,  Says 
Its  Say,  no  matter  where  the  chips 
fall.  We  Technocrats  know,  and  we 
are  telling  you,  there  are  two 
definite  structures  of  organiza- 
tion which  support  one  or  the 
other  side--Science  or  Chaos — in 
our  over-all  activities.  Technoc- 
racy IS  the  scientific  way  of  liv- 
ing with  facts  in  preference  to 
the  way  of  the  politico-financial 
structure.  Technocrats  are  not- 
ion the  fence  sitters,'  nor tholier 
than  thou'  'Schemers  for  your  sanc- 
tified salvation.  We  are  dynamic 
social  integrators.  Technocracy 
states  that  World  War  III  has 
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already  begun.   It  is  the  war  be- 
tween the  physical  organization  of 
the  Price  System  as  the  governing 
expediency  and  the  physical  organi- 
zation of  the  partnership  of  science 
and  technology  as  the  governing 
r-iechanism.   Structurally,  the  scien- 
tific-technological mechanism  is 
quite  different  from  the  politico- 
financial  governing  expediency.  The 
governing  mechanism  is  totally  de- 
finable and  totally  measurable.  The 
governing  expediency  is  not. 

Expediency^  The  politico-financial 
structure  has  persuaded  and  tyran- 
nized our  North  American  life  with 
four  major  national  policies — the 
British-Canadian,  French-Canadian, 
. iexi can- Central  American,  and  united 
States  Yankee-Rebel--with  additions 
of  Austrian,  Czech,  Danish,  German, 
Greek,  Hungarian,  Irish,  Italian, 
Norwegian,  Polish,  Russian,  Swedish 
and  a  few  more.   Since  the  alphabet- 
ically accumulated  NATIONAL  policies 
DICTATE  the  MILITARY  policy  of  a 
land  area--OUR  LAND  AREA— IS  IT  ANY 
WONDER  NORTH  AMERICA  FINDS  ITSELF 
IN  WORLD  WAR  III? 

What  other  behavior  could  be  ex- 
pected when  'the  melting  pot'  should 
boil  over?  from  the  politico-finan- 
cial blue-bloodedness  of  certain 
transposed  Europeans  and  their  off- 
spring commercializing  upon  their 
more  plebian  brethren,  some  also 
transposed,  onto  such  a  land  area 
as  rich  with  natural  resources  and 
opportunity  as  North  America  has 
been?  The  politico-financial  struc- 
ture of  North  America  has  been  u- 
nited  only  to  the  extent  that  all 
Price  System  adventurers  held  it 
their  individual  right  to  gouge  ev- 
ery other  individual  and  to  ransack 
the  Continent  of  its  natural  re* 
sources. 

The  facts  of  confusion  demand 
that  YOU  personally  define  World 
War  III.  What  do  you  as  a  North 
American  business  man,  a  profess- 
ional, a  laborer,  a  technician  or 
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housewife-mother  expect  from  it? 
Do  YOU  want  to  out -chisel  the 
Kremlin  in  the  far  and  middle  east 
so  that  you  can  make  every  so- 
called  'heathen',  whether  Christ- 
ian, Jew,  Moslem  or  what  have  you, 
YOUR  VICTIM?  There  is  no  moral 
aspect  involved,  this  is  purely  a 
matter  of  your  personal  Price  Sys- 
tem URGE.  Do  YOU  want  YOUR  'mon- 
ey's worth'  out  of  the  hides  of 
Frenchmen,  Britons,  Scandinavians 
et  al,  in  order  to  settle  YOUR  OWN 
family  fueds  of  generations  or 
ages  ago?   Is,  or  is  not,  your  de- 
cision YOUR  own  property  right? 
If  these  things  should  not  be  your 
desire  then  WHY  do  you  want,  or 
consent  to,  a  MILITARY  war? 

Brother,  YOU  are  on  the  spot  as 
YOU  have  never  been  before I 

World  War  III  is  HERE  NOW,  for 
it  has  been  in  the  making  at  least 
since  the  early  development  of 
North  America,  but- a  United  States 
MILITARY  AXIS  around  which  the 
wheel  of  politico-financial  mach- 
inations revolve  IS  NOT  HERE  and 
IS.  NOT  INEVITABLE  unless  YOU  want 
it  and  are  ready  to  suffer  the 
consequences. 

MILITARY  WAR  is  purely  a  CERE- 
MONY to  make  a  show  of  'prestige' 
so  that  political  and  financial 
corruptions  can  continue  in  greater 
magnitude,  so  that  BUSINESS  ADMIN- 
ISTRATION can  more  brazenly  ham- 
string the  technological  needs  of 
its  own  countrymen  while  it  bullies, 
kills  or  maimes  the  weak  of  its 
adversary  at  the  same  time  it  is 
embracing  the  vermin  of  its  mili- 
tary opponent.  Again,  this  is  not 
a  statement  involving  morals,  it 
is  a  statement  of  fact  as  provable 
by  events  of  World  War  n  and  its; 
aftermath. 

Technocrats  engaged  in  World  War 
II,  but  Technocrats  DID  NOT  UNDER- 
WRITE the  politico-financial  busi- 
ness administration  which  turned 


World  War  II  into  the  biggest 
farce  of  all  time,  into  the  love 
feast  of  postwar  FASCISM.  That  we 
did  not  underwrite  the  politico- 
financial  administration  is  evident 
from  our  TOTAL  CONSCRIPTION  PROGRAM 
first  presented  in  July,  1940  and 
presented  again  and  again  during 
the  war.  WE  were  waging  a  techno- 
logical war  against  FASCISM,  against 
THE  PRICE  SYSTEM.  Which  kind  of 
war  were  YOU  waging?  Even  YOU  who 
may  have  lost  YOUR  sons  or  daugh1- 
ters,  husbands  or  wives,  are  YOU 
going  to  repeat  the  grandiose  CERE" 
MONY  Of  MILITARY  war?  Or,  will  you 
have  the  nerve  to  enter  Into  the 
real  North  American  technological 
consciousness  and  keep  North  Ameri- 
ca for  North  Americans? 

World  War  III  is  here,  but  a  u- 
nited  States  MILITARY  AXIS  is  only 
in  the  preliminary  stage,  regard- 
less of  the  Benelux  agreement, 
Paris  conference  of  April  17,  or 
the  outcome  of  the  Italian  election. 
A  U.S.  Military  Axis  cannot  ' pro- 
vide for  OUR  common  defense,'  nor 
for  'OUR  domestic  tranquility.'  For 
those  Americans  who  are  sticklers 
for  obeying  our  Constitution,  why 
do  YOU  go  in  hiding  when  expendable 
politicians  turn  to  such  military 
tactics  as  staging  a  U.S.  Military 
Axis  to  try  to  prevent  something 
which  is  very  close  to  the  final 
stage  of  consumation? 

What  allegiance  does  the  common 
American  citizen  owe  to  'the  Amer- 
ican individual  enterprise  system'? 
Is  it  that  of  assuming  liability 
for  ALL  LOSSES  of  the  politico-fin- 
ancial hub  known  as  the  National 
Association  of  Manufacturers  who 
have  individually  expanded  Into 
financial  tycoons?   Is  it  the  com- 
mon American  citizen's  duty  to  fur- 
nish ALL  THE  CAPITAL — both  human 
and  monetary — through  military  ser- 
vice, consumer  costs  and  government 
taxation,  for  the  colonial-ninded, 
Inve stment ,  banker- Indus trialist 
who  is  particularly  interested  In 


the  International  Monetary  Fund 
and  its  companion,  the  Internation- 
al Bank  for  Reconstruction  and 
Development,  so  that  HE  can  DIC- 
TATE and  GUARANTEE  HIS  present  and 
future  annuity? 

Read  and  re-read  the  Preamble  to 
our  Constitution  to  determine  the 
PURPOSE  Of  WE  the  people. 

'We  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  in  order  to  form  a  more 
perfect  union,  establish  jus- 
tice, insure  domestic  tran- 
quillity, provide  for  the  com- 
mon defense,  promote  the  gener- 
al welfare,  and  secure  the 
blessings  of  liberty  to  our- 
selves and  our  posterity,  do 
ordain  and  establish  this  Con- 
stitution for  the  United  States 
of  America. » 

Now  please  note  that  the  defi- 
nition for  'ordain'  happens  to  be 
•to  arrange  in  rows,  to  prepare, 
to  make  ready,  to  appoint  to  a 
duty,  office  or  the  like,  to  as- 
sign, to  issue  an  order  or  decree.' 
is  ANY  MENTION  WHATSOEVER  made  of 
'the  American  individual  enter- 
prise system'?   Our  Constitution 
could  be  used  with  equal  efficien- 
cy by  ANY  COMMUNIST  or  ANY  FASCIST 
government  without  that  government 
violating  ANY  of  its  provisions. 
Our  Preamble  to  the  Constitution 
is  a  PHILOSOPHIC  WISH  augmented 
by  an  arrangement  whereby  politi- 
cal procedure  (three  branches  of 
government)  derives  an  end  product 
wholly  in  contradiction  to  the  ex- 
pressed philosophic  wish.   That  is 
why  v/e  Technocrats  honor  It  as  a 
museum  document  worthy  of  preser- 
vation in  cellophane  and  even 
placed  under  guard  if  necessary. 

What  IS  'The  American  Individu- 
al Enterprise  System?  To  be  ac- 
curate, these  words  'The  American 
Individual  Enterprise  System' 
should  always  be  written  with  quo- 
tation marks,  fore-and-aft'  and 


first  letters  capitalized,  since 
the  book  by  that  name  was  copy- 
righted in  1946  by  the  McGraw-Hill 
Book  Company,  Inc.  for  the  Econom- 
ic Priiiciples  Commission  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Manufacturers, 
all  rights  reserved.  Digest  this 
particular  fact  for  awhile:  So  YOU, 
common'  American  citizen,  are  THE 
ONE  V/KO  WILL  PAY  THE  PRICE  for  the 
OPERATION  of  'The  American  Individ- 
ual Enterprise  System,'  or  the  MIL- 
ITARY WAR*  it  is  trying  to  inaugurate 
:;ou  cannot  escape  the  law,  of  confor- 

ity  with  design  if  you  accept  the 
design. 

Technocrats  are  somewhat  more  dis- 
criminatory than  most  people  with 
":e  use  of  our  language,  we  call  a 
spade  a  spade.   And  we  call  the.  .  • 
present  mess  the  world  is  in,  'the 
demise  of  the  Price  System'  instead 
of  the  Incentive  for  future  politi- 
co-financial expansion. 

The  Price  System  Is  the  atom  bomb 
par  excellence.   Its  CHAIN  REACTION 
can  be  far  more  deadly  to  each  of 
us  than  those  of  the  fuseless  or 
structurally  inactive  ones  stored 
wherever  they  may  be.   Its  fission 
v:ill  be  accomplished  in  due  time  be- 
cause the  binding  of  its  present 
day  nuclei  has  become  far  more  bur- 
dened than  was'  the  binding  of  its 
original  nuclei,  and  this  present 
day  structure  has  thereby  stored  up 
within  itself  excess  energy  to  be 
RELEASED  when  the  chain  reaction 
really  gets  started.   No,  the 
straight  line  to  world  rule,  which 
the  NAM  tried  to  design,  is  NOT  by 
building  up  any  philosophy  within 
the  Price  System,  either  of  commun- 
ism or  of  fascism,  or  of  a  yet  un- 
born ism.  When  nuclear  particles 
of  a  given  element  are  emitted  in 
sufficient  numbers,  the  chain  reac- 
tion remains  identified  with  that 
original  clement.   The  entire  pro- 
cedure develops  into  a  spontaneous 
and  self -propagating  affair.  And 
it  this  instance  the  NAM  cannot  es- 
cape being  its  own  victim. 


When  our  Price  System  adventur- 
ers sparked  a  large  scale  conflict 
— the  total  war  of  World  War  II-- 
they  initiated  a  chain  reaction 
which  cannot  be  stopped  short  of 
the  total  destruction  of  the  Price 
System  itself.   Nor  can  ANY  United 
States  presidential  aspirant,  any 
fascist  or  communist  dictator,  any 
religious  leader  of  whatever  faith* 
develop  HIMSELF  into  a  force 
greater  than  the  fission  of  the 
Price  System.   Sorry  mess,  isn't 
it? Is  the  sweat  of  YOUR  brow  in  if 

There  is  a  greater  force  than 
atomic  fission.  It  is  ATOMIC  FU- 
SION.  Life  HAS  continued  even  in 
the  presence  of  death.  This  is 
the  very  physical  FACT  which  ex- 
plains the  human  confusion  all  a- 
bout  us.  We  have  the  Price  System 
ORGANIZATION  and,  we  have  the" Sci- 
entific-Technological ORGANIZATION. 
Both  are  molecular  structures  sub- 
ject to  the  physical  laws  of  atom- 
ic and  nuclear  behavior,  even  tho 
they  are  so  mundane-- earthly--as 
to  decide  whether  or  not  we  shall 
eat,  drive  motor  cars,  or  wage 
military  war.   ORGANIZATION  of  it- 
self is  not  necessarily  perfect  or 
imperfect,  'good'  or  'bad'.   Organ- 
ization is  a  phenomenon  of  exis- 
tence that  neither  you  nor  I,  nor 
anyone  else,  can  stop.   It  is  a 
relationship  between  matter  and 
energy — a  primary  physical  fact. 

The  thing  you  and  I  should  be  in- 
terested in  Is  the  PURPOSE--the  ob- 
jective— underwriting  our  organized 
social  activities.   Our  forefathers 
presented  a  PHILOSOPHICAL  purpose 
when  they  presented  us  with  our 
Constitution.   The  NAM  presented  • 
us  with  ITS  PURPOSE  in  the  contents 
of  Its  book  'The  American  Individ- 
ual Enterprise  System,  Its  Nature, 
Evolution  and  Future,'  In  1946. 
The  American  banking  fraternity 
presented  ITS  PURPOSE  during  the 
early  years  of  'the  great  depres- 
sion.'  All  these  purposes  favored, 
and  still  favor, the  continuation 


of  the  Price  System,  regardless  of 
basic  .contradicting  natural  facts. 

In  contrast,  what  i3  the  PURPOSE 
of  the  ORGANIZATION  of  TECHNOCRACY? 

It  is  the  purpose  of  Technocracy 
to  present  a  program  whereby  TECH- 
NOLOGICAL FUNCTION- -in  harmony  with 
natural  facts--will  be  the  design 
about  which  all  social  operations 
will  converge  in  the  execution  of  *■ 
the  governing  process.

ABUNDANCE  available  and  guarantee 
OUR  security. 

TECHNOLOGICAL  FUNCTION  is  the  ba- 
sis upon  which  the  ORGANIZATION  of 
TECHNOCRACY  was  conceived  and  by 
which  FUSION  of  a  great  mass  of 
North  American  citizens  HAS  ALREADY 
TAKEN  PLACE.   If  you  doubt  this 
statement,  subtract  the  technolog- 
ical functioning  of  communications, 
transportation,  sanitation,  agricul- 
ture, mining  and  other  sequences  of 
operations  and  imagine  what  kind  of 
Price  System  life  you  would  have 
left--it  would  be  that  of  a  starved 
parasite  whose  host  had  cut  it  off. 
TJithin  a  short  time  the  Price  Sys- 
tem and  YOU  would  be  'deader  than

Why  resort  to  MILITARY  WAR  and 
bloodshed  when  the  only  result  of 
military  war  that  Is  possible  is 
chaos?   So  much  of  lasting  satis- 
faction can  be  accomplished  by  un- 
derstanding, and  performing  in,  the 
ORGANIZATION  OF  TECW*T9TOA.CY. 


TECHNOCRACY  IS  THE  ORGANIZATION 
OF  THE  SCIENTIFIC  FES10N  OF  OPER- 
ATING OUR  PHYSICAL  EQUIPMENT.  It 
is' as  simple  as.  that.   TECHNOCRACY 
is  ONE  design,  not  an  accumulation 
of  195,000,000  individual  philoso- 
phies.  This  design  can  either  be 
individually  accepted  or  rejected, 
with  the  individual  KNOWING  JUST 
WHAT  he  is  letting  himself  in  for 
either  HIS  SHARE,  by  right  of  HIS 
citizenship,  of  the  technologica.i. 
production  of  the  North  American 
Continent,  or,  if  he  rejects  Tech- 
nocracy, HIS  SHARE  and  more,  of  the 
disillusionment,  suffering,  crime 
and  poverty  of  World  War  III 
brought  H  0  M  E  to  North  America. 
Call  it  ingratitude,  but  the  peo- 
ple of  Europe  or  Asia  ARE  NOT  go- 
ing to  pull  the  CHESTNUTS  OF  THE 
U.S.  NETIONAL  ASSOCIATION  OF  MAN- 
UFACTURERS, and  BANKING  INTERESTS, 
out  of  the  Price  System  ATOMIC  EX- 
PLOSION and  subsequent  FIRE.  They 
have  their  own  troubles  to  worry 
about,  their  own  technological  ad- 
justments to  make. 

The  common  North  American  citi- 
zen has  been  the  biggest  sucker  of 
all  time.

He  said  to  the 
v/orld,  'Gimme,  gimne,  gimme,  or 
I'll  punch  you  in  the  nose,'  when 
hs  could  have  said,  ",7e  have  come 
here,  we  have  solved  many  problems, 
we  will  share  our  North  American 
abundance  among  ourselves,  and  we 
will  teach  the  rest  of  the  world 
to'  become  dignified,  recognizable, 
human  beings,  so  that  they  too  may 
do  with  their  part  of  the  world 
what  their  conditions  demand  of 
them. 

We  live  in  a  mineral  civiliza- 
tion of  coal,  oil,  gas,  and  their 
derivatives.   Outside  of  hydro-el- 
etric  power  all  other  power  has  lv.d 
its  source  through  the  process  of 
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mining  or  utilization  of  the  wind." 
V.:e  are  all  dependent  upon  the  PLOW 
of  energy— mined  energy,  wind  ener- 
ergy  and  hydro-electric  energy.  The 
Price  System  governs  the  FLOW  by 
property  rights,  disputes  between 
Management  and  labor  and  the  impo- 
sition of  both  politics  and  religi- 
on on  top  of  these. 

In  contrast,  the  ORGANIZATION  OF 
TECHNOCRACY  represents  the  concerted 
endeavor  of  Technocrats  to  master 
the  art  of  getting  our  total  Conti- 
nental work  done  with  as  little  was- 
tage of  natural  resources  and  human 
strength  and  vigour  as  possible. 
Technocracy  analysed  and  measured 
the  requirements  of  the  jobs  to'  do 
that  work  before  it  began  building 
the  legally  incorporated  ORGANIZA- 
TION of  Technocracy,   The  DESIGN 
for  organization  of  our  installed

There  is  a  responsibility  that  in- 
heres in  each  Technocrat.   He -has 
his  own  particular  relationship  to 
the  call  of  ORGANIZATION  upon  him. 
He  cannot  divest  himself  of  that  re- 
sponsibility, for  unlike  the  politi- 
cian he  has  no  tenure  in  off ice, but 
an  even  greater  tie  of  North  Amer- 
ican citizenship.   Consequently, 
the  Technocrat  becomes  an'  authori- 
tative citizen,  instead  of  a  wishy- 
washy. .moonshine,  in  the  REAL  LIFE 
of  this  HIS  and  OUR  Continent.  His 
authority  derives  from  the  function- 
al PERFORMING  of  his  obligation 
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of  citizenship,  not'  by  political 
grace  of  his  party  members. 

Obligation  of  citizenship  of 
the  North  American  land  area  is 
quite  different  from  the  respec- 
tive allegiances  to  the  four  major 
NATIONAL  policies  and  the  numerous 
minor  policies  of  the  composite 
political  military  corrolex  called 
North  America.   To  EACH  OF  US,  MY 
obligation  of  citizenship  is  MY 
personal  responsibility  to  OUR 
PURPOSE,  NORTH  AMERICA'S  PURPOSE, 
and  I  will  defend  it  with  all  that 
I  have.  I  am  not  ALIEN,  I  am  EN- 
DEMIC, therefore  MY  PURPOSE  must 
be  identical  with  OUR  PURPOSE.  . 
MY  OBLIGATION  OF  CITIZENSHIP  is 
.quite  different  from  allegiance. 
Allegiance  is  a  legal  term  ex- 
pressing the  relationship  between 
a  feudal  vassal  and  his  liege  lord 
No  matter  WHO  I  may  be,  my  color, 

or  religion,  MY  OBLIGATION  OF  CIT- 
IZENSHIP IS  GREATER  than  allegi- 
ance to  the  Price  System  sheenfcn- 
igans  of  ANY  national  party  poli- 
cy, NAM  or  banking  policy.

As  this  is  being  written,  the 
United  States  Freedom  Train  docu- 
ments are  on  display  in  Southern 
California.  First,  we  must  ask: 
WHY'  is  there  need  for  a  Freedom

'International  Monetary  Fund  Art- 
icals  of  Agreement  Between  The  Uni- 
ted States  of  America  and  Other 
Powers'  also  on  display? 

These  Articles  were  'Formulated 
at  the  United  Nations  Monetary  and 
Financial  Conference,  Bretton  Woods, 
New  Hampshire,  July  1  to  July  22, 
1944.'   This  information  is  in- 
cluded in  the  title  public  document, 
Dept.  of  State,  Pub.  No,  2512.  Note 
especially  that  they  became  'Effec- 
tive December  27,  1945, '  informa- 
tion also  part  of  the  title. 

Another  question:   For  what  pur- 
pose was  the  Potsdam  Conference 
Meld?  We  were  told,  so  that  the 
three  major  powers  could  demand 


the  surrender  of  japan  and  to  for- 
mulate the  necessary  postwar  ad- 
justments to  insure  PEACE 

There  happens  to  have  been  at 
least  one  way  by  which  the  'Politi- 
cal and  Economic  principles'  of 
the  Potsdam  agreement,  approved  by 
the  signatures  of  J.  V.  Stalin, 
II  arry  S  Truman  and  C.  R.  Attlee, 
presumably  on  the  last  day  of  the 
Conference,  could  be  circumvented. 
Note  that  December  27,  1945  i3  a 
much  later  date  than  August  2, 
1945.   August  2,  19<5  was  the  date 
of~~¥he  last  !»!eo*infr  .of  the  Potsdam 
Conference.  Nov/  do  you  see  why 
there  was,  and  is,  need  for  all  the 
hoop-la  accompanying  the  Freedom 
Train  and  for  the  Freedom  Train 
itself? 

Political  and  social  DISINTEGRA- 
TION had  reached  a  new  high—  fas- 
cism had  climbed  out  of  hell  Into 
purgatory--so  you  and  I  are  nc 


being  offered  social  candy  in  the 
form  of  the  Freedom  Train.   For 
v/hat?'  To  lure  us  into  approval  of 
the  great  jump  Into  respectability 
for  which  AMERICAN  FASCISM  is  pre- 
paring,' 

That  different  peoples  of  the 
world  have  different  ideologies  Is 
one  phase  of  our  living  in  a  world 
where  natural  resources  are  uneven- 
ly distributed.   That  certain  self- 
perpetuating  minor  portions  of  pop- 
ulations enter  into  imbalanced  a- 
greements  between  nations  Is  also 
a  very  Important  phase  of  our  Price 
System  living.   Today,  the  threat 
of  World  v;ar  III  is  very  great .  Why? 
For  what,  are  we  being  compelled  to 
face  this  threat?  Will  it  be  for 
the  supremacy  of  the  Potsdam  Prin- 
ciples, as  demanded  by  the  U.S.S.R., 
or  for  the  supremacy  of  the  Articles 
of  Agreement  of  the  International 
Monetary  Fund,  incident ly  cooked  up 
as  early  as  1933  and  finally  served 
at  the  United  Rations  Monetary  Con- 
ference in  July  of  1944.  A  state- 
ment of  fact  is  that  "EnV  United  Na- 
tions Charter  did  not  come  into  of- 
ficial force  until  October  24,  1945. 
The  illogical  sequence  of  events, 
considering  their  associative  dates 
as  the  direct  result  of  the  private 
circulation  of  information  within 
various  government  cliques,  is  just 
another  oho  of  those  too  frequent 
PI I tier-Muss 61  ini  type  episodes.  Now 
that  we  can  see  the  Americans  erec- 
ted thoirown  Iron  Curtain,  we  dont 
need  a  bug-a-boo  communist  in  the 
woodpile  to  account  for  the  polit- 
ical and  social  disintegration  v;ith- 
in  our  national  life.  What  a  collo- 
sal  double  cross  as  having  the 
United  Nations  Monetary  Fund  Articles 
of  Agreement  and  the  Potsdam  Prin- 
ciples among  our  own  'sacred'  docu- 
ment si 

Instead  of  1945  ending  World  War 
II,  1945  ushered  in  the  bitterest 
conflict  in  human  history--the  most 
diabolical--becau3e  nearly  all  ex- 
pressed intentions  were  cloaked  with 


public  goodwill  and  blessed  with 
the  Amens  of  millions  of  people* 

V/hat  is  the  basis  of  this  con- 
flict?  It  is  the  last  ditch  fight 
to  PREVENT  SOCIAL  CHANGE.   It  is 
the  struggle  of  the  small  nations 
politically  linked  together  by 
'free  enterprise' financially 
backed  by  the  money  interests  of 
United  States  against  the  probabi." 
ity  of  two  contiguous  continental- 
isms  standing  side  by  side  in  e- 
qual'  importance  as  they  both  put 
to  their  respective  uses  the  san- 
ity inherent  in  the  methods  of 
science  and  technology. 

Why  do  American  public  relations 
propagandists  confuse  the  issue 
by  calling  it  one  of  'democracy 
versus  communism' ?  The  sanity  in- 
herent in  the  methods  of  SCIENCE 
AND  TECHNOLPGY  does  not  provide 
for  the  monetary  bribes  and  other 
handouts  inherent  in  the  Price 
System  which  keeps  the  public  rela- 
tions propagandists  in  the  swim. 
It  takes  someone  with  far  more 
functional  intelligence  than  a 
mere  politician  to  want  SANITY  in 
public  affairs.  The  politicians' 
habit  of  confusing  the  behavior  of 
others  is  the  DIRECT  OPPOSITE  of 
providing  sane  behavior  in  others. 
So  the  political  propagandists 
fight  the  'cold  war'  of  one  mis- 
conception against  another  miscon- 
ception, • that  of  'democracy  vs. 
communism'  behind  our  own  Iron 
Curtain ,.  Why  blame  them  I  '  It  3  the 
Price  System's  way  of  trying  to 
keep  the  Price  System  in" power. 

To  prove  that  the  issue  is  NOT 
'democracy  versus  communism',  we 
quote  Article  IX  of  the  Interna- 
tional Monetary  Fund  Articles  of 
Agreement.  In  this  Agreement, 
please  note  that  world-wide  FAS- 
CISM is  dictating  the  course  IT. 
ha3  set  by  which  to  govern  mankind. 

'The  Governirjonts  on  whose  behalf 
the  present  Agreement  is  signed 
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agree   as   follows: 

ARTICLE    IX 

Sec.  1,  Purpose  of  Article 

To  enable  the  Fund  to  fulfill  the 
functions  with  which  it  is  entrusted, 
the  status,  immunities  and  privi- 
leges set  forth  in  this  Article 
shall  be  accorded  to  the  Fund  in  the 
territories  of  each  member. 

Sec.  2,  Status  of  the  Fund 

The  Fund  shall  possess  full  juri- 
dicial  personality,  and,  in  parti- 
cular, the  capacity: 
(i)    to  contract; 
(ii)   to  acquire  and  dispose  of 
immovable  and  movable  pro- 
perty; 
(iii)  to  institute  legal  proceed- 
ings. 

Sec.  3,  Immunity  from  judicial  pro- 
cess 
The  Fund,  its  property  and  its  as- 
sets, wherever -located  and  by  whom- 
ever held,  shall  enjoy  immunity 
from  every  form  of  judicial  process 
except  to  the  extent  that  it  ex- 
pressly waives  its  immunity  for  the 
purpose  of  any  proceedings  or  by 
the  terms  of  any  contract. 

Sec.  4,  Immunity  from  other  action 
Property  and  assets  of  the  Fund, 
wherever  located  and  by  whomever 
held,  shall  be  Immune  from  search, 
requisition,  confiscation,  expro- 
priation or  any  other  form  of  sei- 
zure by  executive  or  legislative 
action. 

Sec".  5,  Immunity  of  archives 

The  archives  of  the  Fund  shall  be 
inviolable. 

Sec.  6,  Freedom  of  assets  from  re- 
strictions 
To  the  extent  necessary  to  carry 
cut  the  operations  provided  for  in 
this  Agreement,  all  property  and 
assets  of  the  Fund  shall  be  free 
from  restrictions,  regulations,  car*- 
trols  and  moratorla  of  any  nature. 


Sec.  7,  Privilege  for  communica- 
tions 
The  official  communications  of 
the  Fund  shall  be  accorded  by  mem- 
bers the  same  treatment  as  the  of- 
ficial communications  of  other  - 
bers. 

Sec,  8,  Immunities  and  privileges 
of  officers  and  employees 
All  governors,  executive  direc- 
tors, alternates,  officers  and  em- 
ployees of  the  Fund 


(i)   3hall  be  immune  from  legal 
process  with  repsect  to 
acts  performed  by  them  in 
their  official  capacity  ex- 
cept when  the  Fund  waives 
this  immunity, 
(ii)  Not  being  local  nationals, 
shall  be  granted  the  same 
immunities  from  immigration 
restrictions,  alien  regis- 
tration requirements  and 
national  service  obligations 
and  the  same  facilities  as  regard 
exchange  restrictions  as  are  ac- 
corded by  members  to  the  represen- 
tatives, officials  and  employees 
of  comparable  rank  of  other  mem- 
bers. 

(iii)  shall  be  granted  the  same 
treatment  in  repsect  to 
traveling  facilities  as  is 
accorded  by  members  to  rep- 
resentatives, officials  and 
employees  of  comparable  rank 
of  other  members. 

Sec,  9.  Immunitites  from  taxation 

(a)  The  Fund,  its  assets,  proper- 
ty, income  and  its  operations  and 
transactions  authorized  by  this 
Agreement,  shall  bo  immune  from 
nil  taxation  and  from  all  customs 
duties.   The  Fund  shall  be  Immune 
from  liability  for  the  collection 
or  payment  of  any  tax  or  duty, 

(b)  No  tax  shall  be  levied  on  or 
in  respect  of  salaries  and  emolu- 
ments paid  by  the  Fund  to  executi-- 
directors,  alternates,  officers  or 
employees  of  the  Fund  who  are  not 


local  subjects,  or  other  local 
nationals. 

(c)  No  taxations  of  any  kind 
shall  he  levied  on  any  obligation 
or  security  issued  by  the  Fund,  in-":, 
eluding  any  dividend  or  interest 
thereon,  by  whomsoever  held 

(i)   which  discriminates  against 
such  obligation  because  of 
its  origin;  or 
(ii)  if  the  sole  juridicial  ba- 
sis for  such  taxation  is 
the  place  or  currency  in 
which  it  is  issued,  or 
made  payable  or  paid,  or 
the  location  of  any  office 
or  place  of  business  main- 
tained by  the  Fund, 

Sec.  10,  Application  of  Fund 

Each  member  shall  take  such  ac- 
tion a3  is  necessary  in  lte:  own  ter- 
ritories for  the  purpose  of  making 
effective  in  terms  of  its  own  law 
the  priciples  set  forth  in  this 
Article  and  shall  inform  the  Fund 
of  the  detailed  action  which  it  has 
taken.    (for  sale  by  Supt .  of  Docs. 
U.S.  Printing  Office,  Wash.  D.C., 
Dept.  of  State  Pub.  2512,  10/) 

'Technocratic  America'  has  here 
with  presented  you  with  FACTS.  We 
grant  you  can  read.   It  is  YOUR  JOB 
as  a  citizen  of  this  Continent  to 
STUDY  the  IMPLICATIONS  of  this  doc- 
men  t  of  which  we  have  presented 
only  a  part.   If  you  have  access  to 
United  States  Code  Annotated,  Title 
22,  'Foreign  Relations  and  Inter- 
course,' begining  pg.38,  you  will 
find  some  onlig:rcening  facts  regard- 
ing the  classification,  by  the  U. 
S.  Treasury,  of  International  Mone- 
tary Fund  accounts.   'MISCELLANEOUS' 
is  the  legal  classification  for  the 
FUND  transactions.   It  is  unlawful 
to  classify  them  otherwise. 

We  wish  to  especially  call  your 
attention  to  the  AUTHORITY  placed 
in  this  Fund  and  its  personnel.   By 
no  stretch  of  the  imagination  can 


it  be  considered  anything  but  the 
authority  of  FASCISM. ,  This  auth- 
ority contravenes  several  of  the 
basic  principles  of  the  Potsdam 
document.   We  need  quote  but  one: 
4S.  Economic  Principles  Par.  15) 
'ALLIED  CONTROLS  shall  be  imposed 
upon  the  German  economy,  but  only 
to  the  extent  necessary  (D)  TO 
CONTROL  GERMAN  INDUSTRY  AND  ALL 
ECONOMIC  AND  .FINANCIAL  INTERNA- 
EidDHAIA TRANSACT  IONS . ' 

Who  pulled  the  wool  over  whose 
head?   Just  what  -was  the  financial 
strategy  of  United .Nations  in  or- 
ganizing its  International  Mone- 
tary Fund  and  International  Bank 
for  Reconstruction  and   Develop- 
ment? And  just  what  was  the  po- 
litical strategy  of  the  Bl^  Three, 
the  top  members  of  UN,  in  calling 
the  Potsdam  Conference 2     Are  mili- 
tary and  financial  control  synono- 
mous?   Certainly  there  is  no  evi- 
dence in  any  of  these  documents 
of  'democracy  vs.  communism.  ' 
Again  we  quote:  (Scon.  Prin.  Par. 
16) 'xx  Any  German  controls  which 
run  counter  to  the  objectives  of 
occupation  will  be  prohibited.' 

So,  fellow  citizen,  never  again 
be  so  naive  as  to  swallow  hook, 
line  and  sinker  of  the  old  gag  of 
'democracy  versus  communism.'   The 
factual  state  of  affairs  is  'The 
Price  System  versus  Social  Change.' 
And  let  us  get  this  straight:  The 
Price  System  is  the  mechanism  al- 
ways used  by  FASCISM  to  maintain 
itself,  they  are  one  and  insepar- 
able. The  phrases  'Price  System 
vs  Social  Change  and  'Fascism  vs. 
Social  Change'  admit  no  conditions 
or  exceptions,  they  mean  absolute-  ■ 
ly  the  same  thing  — STOP  SOCIAL 
CHANGE  AT  ANY  COST,  BY  ANY  DEVICE- 
EVEN  WAR- -AT  ANY  TIME. 

And  let  us  get  this  straight  a- 
bout  Russia.  Communism  in  Russia 
is  a  political  philosophy.  There 
is  the  Constitution  of  the  U.S.S.R. 
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which  makes  Russia  a  part  of  a  po- 
litical entity.   Technological  de- 
velopment in  the  U.S.S.R.  is  quite 
another  thing.  As  a  parallel  on 
this  Continent,  we  have  fascism  as 
a  political  philosophy,  and  we  have 
quite  another  thing  in  our  techno- 
logical development.   America's 
fascism  is  what  makes  United  States, 
Canada,  Mexico >  political  entities. 
Cur  technological  development  is 
what  demands  that  we  become  a  con- 
tiguous continentalism.   A  contig- 
uous continentalism — further  tech- 
nological development —  is  the  di- 
rect outcome  of  the  application  of 
scientific  principles  applied  as 
operating  techniques,  regardless 
of  any  and  all  philosophies  of  gov- 
ernment and  the  texts  of  all  Consti- 
tutions.  Technological  development 
is  automatically  the  conveyor  of 
SOCIAL  CHANGE .   It  is  the  mechani- 
cal carrier  that  knocks  every  ide- 
ology into  a  cocked  hat.   Fascism 
hates  communism  because  communism 
used  SOKE  technological  development 
for  the  advantage  of  a  greater  mass 
of  people  than  fascism  does,  and 
thereby  ushered  in  the  era  of  SOCI- 
AL CHANGE  in  Europe  and  Asia.   SO- 
CIAL CHANGE  could  have  taken  place 
here,  long  ago,  except  for  the  OR- 
GANIZED RESISTANCE  OF  FASCISM— all 
Freedom  Train  documents  in  agree- 
ment or  to  the  contrary. 

YOU,  fellow  citizen,  have  been 
taught  that  this  ORGANIZED  RESIST- 
ANCE to  SOCIAL  CHANGE  is  DEMOCRACY. 
And  you  have  believed  it  instead  of 
FINDING  THE  FACTS. 

Another  thing,  don't  let  anyone 
tell  you  that  ANY  political  govern- 
ment anywhere  on  earth  is  NOT  TOTAL- 
ITARIAN.  It  simply  couldn't  exist 
as  a  political  government  if  it  were 
NOT  TOTALITARIAN.   Political  gov- 
ernment a  of  necessity  provide  them- 
selves with  means  of  protection  a- 
gainst  Social  Change,  and  in  that 
act  of  providing  protection  against 
Social  Change,  they  designate  the 


totality  of  their  being.  Techno- 
logical development  on  the  other 
hand,  provides  to  DEFEND  itself 
against  political  encroachment 
but  It  cannot  by  its  very  nature 
protect  itself  against  SOCIAL 
CHANGE,  because  SOCIAL  CHANGE  i3 
inherent  in  its  growth.   So  once 
and  for  all  time  forget  the  bug- 
a-boo  about  a  political  entity- - 
yes,  United  States,  NOT  BEEIG  TO- 
TALITARIAN . 

And  what  is  there  in  SOCIAL 
CHANGE  that  is  so  'bad'?  Approx- 
imately 42$  of  the  adult  popula- 
tion of  United  States  lived  throu^n 
two  World  Wars,  with  about  30^  of 
our  population  now  in  the  grand- 
parent bracket.   We  grandparents 
have  lived  through  TECHNOLOGICAL 
CHANGE  and  there  is  not  a  single 
one  of  us  who  wants  to  do  more 
HARD  WORK  ourselves,  that  is,  to 
go  back  to  the  days  when  there 
were  no  automobiles,  no  gas  or 
electric  cooking  ranges,  no  water 
closets,  and  all  the  other  tech- 
nological devices  that  most  of  our 
parents  did  without.   When  the 
choice  is  between  World  War  III 
and  SOCIAL  CHANGE  BROUGHT  ABOUT 
BY  TECHNOLOGICAL  DEVELOPMEFT, 
which  side  are  WE  going  to  be  on? 

Technocrats  seldom  wax  emotional, 
— everyone  of  us  Technocrat  grand- 
parents Is  a  hard-boiled  '  son-of- 
a-gun' ,  but  with  little  Johnnie 
and  Mary  lovingly  placing  their 
arms  about  our  necks,  depending 
upon  US  so  that  they  may  live 
their  normal  spans,  hov;  can  we 
desert  them?  We  do  not  have  the 
prepoaerance  of  dollars--rearing 
our  youngsters  took  them- away  fron 
most  of  us — ,  but  we  do  have  a 
biological  fighting  urge  and  pre- 
sumably we  have  lived  long  enough 
to  know  how  to  use  it. 

Again,  what  is  the  difference 
between  the  Constitutions  of  poli- 
tical governments  and  the  DESU: 
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FOR  TECHNOLOGICAL  DEVELOPMENT?  All 
political  governments- -political 
constitutions --pre scribe  personal 
author ity--big  bosses  and  little 
citizens.   In  contrast  THE  DESIGN 
FOR  TECHNOLOGICAL  DEVELOPMENT  estab- 
lishes the  FUNCTIONAL  PROGRAM  for 
IMPERSONALLY  executing  that  design. 
As  coordinates  of  the  political  pat- 
tern there  are  scheming  men  telling 
you  willy-nilly  what  you  should  or 
should  not  do.   As  coordinates  of 
the  technological  pattern  there  are 
physical  principles  which  dictate 
what  can  be  done  safely  and  what 
must  not  be  done  under  any  circum- 
stance if  chaos  is  to  be  avoided.

The  quotation  marks  around  'ener- 
gy production'  were  originally  u3ed 
;o  emphasize  the  newness,  of  the  con- 
cept of  production  of  energy  by 
-cans  other  than,  but  including, 
the  human  body  as  a  machine.   To 
learn  that  the  total  amount  of  all 
energy,  both  human  and  non-human, 
produced  on  the  North  American  Con- 
tinent was  measurable  and  the  fact 
that  this  energy  production  was  act- 
ually being  measured,  produced  a 
terrible  shock  for  the   staid  pro- 
fessors, financiers, 'businessmen  and 
churchmen  of  both  England  and  North 
America.

•sweet  promises  like  that  of  the 
golden-haired  enchantress  of  Greek 
mythology,  Circe,  and  by  other 
charms  and  arts-  equally  alluring, 
the  Price  System  has  feasted  its 
devotees  on  tender  meats,  fragrant 
wines  and  special  delicacies  until, 
summing  together  the  effects  since 
the  American  revolutionary  war,  it 
has  touched  far  too  many  greedy 
palms  with  its  magic  wand- -its 
conferences.   Could  it  be  that  the 
Brice  System  also  has  turned  many 
prominent  heads  ane~  voices  into 
those  of  blue-ribboned  swine,  even 
as  did  Circe  to  the  companions  of 
Ulysses,  or,  that  i»t  has  consumed 
Others  as  many  a  lady  spider  fre- 
quently consumes  her  paramour  once 
he  has  served  his  purpose?

LIVING.   We  do  not  NEED  to  incor- 
porate all  the  adverse  social  phe- 
nomena THAT  HAVE  EXISTED  through- 
out the  environment  of  SCARCITY. 
The  North  American  citizens  does 
not  have  to  polish  apples  for  the 
Russians,  Britains,  Italians, 
Spaniards,  Chinese,  or  anyone  else. 
V/e  are  fools  of  the  first  order 
when  we  do  so.  Why  SHOULD  v/e  con- 
tinue the  ATROCITIES  OF  SCARCITY?

Who  gets 
the  commission?  We  know  that  af- 
ter 158  years  of  life  wo  have  a 
national  debt  last  reported  to  be 
!$279  billion  net,  or  total  govern- 
ment and  private  debt  approximat- 
ing $600  billion.  Do  Americans 
too  think  it  is  better  to  BORROW 
than  to  burn  up  the  paper  claims 
against  scarcity? 

You  shrewd  American  financiers, 
you  have  created  for  the  American 
people  an  average  debt  of  3  bill- 
ion, 900  million  dollars  a  year 
for  each  year  of  our  existence. 
WHY  ARE  YOU  AFRAID  to  unload  the 
v:hite  elephant  Price  System?   It 


has  never  happened  before  that  you 
deliberately  tried  to  carry  a  BIG 
LIABILITY!   Or,  are  you  just  stall - 
Tor  time,  expecting'  to  TAKE  AD- 
VANTAGE of  the  still  young  and  in- 
experienced United  Nations?

For 
other  than  international  reasons 
this  reference  does  not  imply  that 
Russia  is  a  dog.   Who  is  the  dog?

•select'  ideas  out.   Technocracy 
INVITES  FUNCTIONAL  NORTH  AMERI- 
CANS TO  FUNCTION  in  FUNCTIONAL 
RELATIONSHIPS  as  a  SELF- -DISCI- 
PLINED, TECHNOLOGICAL  ARMY,  and 
you  ore  to  function  without  pay  or 
expectation  of  future  pay.  Tech- 
nocracy invites  both  the  top  ex- 
ecutive and  the  repressed  ditch- 
digger  as  well  as  those  in-between 
alike  to  ELEVATE  THEMSELVES  to 
the  DIGNITY  of  performing  the  ob- 
ligations of  truly  NORTH  AMERICAN 
CITIZENSHIP,  guaranteeing  that  by 
such  achievement  TECHNOLOGY  can 
render  to  each  and  every  NORTH 
AMERICAN  CITIZEN  an  equal  distri- 
bution of  its  products  and  serv- 
ices far  surpassing  the  now  com- 
mon standard  of  living. 

The  TECHNATE  can  only  evolve 
by  means  of  the  TECHNOLOGY  and 
quality  of  CITIZEN  PROTOPLASM 
conceived  in  its  nucleus.

CAL resources  are  available? 

Tom,  Dick  and  Harry  have  absor- 
bed transmitted  energy  from  the 
technological  methods,  which  en- 
ergy the  aristocrat  THOUGHT  he 
could  consolidate  for  his  own  use 
just  as  he  had  maneavered  to  con- 
solidate superstitition,  servi- 
tude and  exchange  of  goods,  but 
hi3  scheme  of  fascism  didn't  work, 
wont  work,  for  the  simple  reason 
that  all  displaced  energy  is  part 
of  a  flow.   Once  energy  has  done 
a  certain  amount  of  work  it  con- 
tains less  heat  content  and  can- 
not be  made  to  repeat  that  same 
amount  of  work  until  a  new  source 
of  heat  Is  added  to  it.  Well, 
Tom,  Dick  and  Harry  have  become 
WISE  to  the  iristocrats  'sancti- 
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fied1  web  of  life  and  they  wont  and 
cannot  replenish  WITH  HAND  TOOLS 
AND  HUMAN  TOIL  the  amount  of  heat 
needed  by  the  politico-economic  a- 
ristocrats'  scheme.   Never  forget 
it  has  been  Tom,  Dick  and  Harry  who 
have  pressed  the  buttons,  pulled 
the  switches,  made  the  adjustments, 
which  caused  the  machines  to  func- 
tion in  accordance  with  their  de- 
signs.

Unless  specifically  stated, 
these  figures  are  for  the  year 
1944.  (U.S.  Dept.  Agriculture) 
The  United  States  alone,  that  is 
without  the  assistance  of  the 
other  countries  of  this  Continent 
produced:  3,228,361,000  bushels 
corn;  1,078,647,000  bu.  wheat; 
1,166,392,000  bu.oats;  284,426, 
000  bu.  barley;  25,872,000  bu. 
rye;  total  in  major  grains-- 
5,772,698,000  bu.   Total  sugar 
produced  in  Continental  U.S., 
Hawaia,  Puerto  Rica  and  Cuba  was 
7,201,000  short  tons.  Slaughter 
of  meat  was  25,460  million  lbs. 
Of  this  amount  only  143  million 
lbs.  were  consumed  exclusive  of 
lard.   Lard  production  amounted 
to  3,250  million  lbs.  of  which 
14.8  million  lbs.  were  consumed. 
Oleo  was  613,961,000  lbs.  (U.S. 
Bureau  Int.  Rev.).  The  1944  poul- 
try figures  were  not  available 
but  in  1945   511,130,000  chickens 
and  7,491,000  turkeys  were  pro- 
duced.  There  were  574,810,000, 
900  eggs  produced  in  1944.   Also, 
6,870,000  tons  commercial  citrus 
fruits;  124,212,000  bu.  apples; 
75,008,000  bu.  peaches;  30,821,000 
bu. pears;  377,000  barrels  cran- 
berries; 5,033,000  crates  straw- 
berries; etc.   The  total  utility 
and  industrial  production  of  el- 
ectric energy  was  279,489,018,000 
kilowatt  hours  (Fed.  Power  Com.). 

Since  the  above  figures  apply 
only  to  production  within  U.S. 
we  shall  only  count  the  population 
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of  United  States — approximately  135 
to  140  million  to  consume  them 

With  the  total  PROVEN  CAPACITY  of 
United  States  to  produce  both  food 
and  electric  energy,  is  there  ANY 
NEED  TO  FEAR  that  we  will  ever  a- 
gain  have  to  face  SCAROTTY  provid- 
ing that  we  continue  to  utilize  our 
TECHNOLOGICAL  METHODS  and  IMPROVE 
upon  them? ., A- definite  NO.   These 
very  same  TECHNOLOGICAL  METHODS 'DIC-

Cur  nen  and  women  o- 
verse&s  have  been  commissioned  by 
the  natural  functions  of  this  Con- 
tinent to  do  away  with  the  congen- 
ital monstrosity  of  Price  System 
totality  on  this  Continent, 

PRICE  is  that  social  monstros- 
ity— far  les3  than  a  Siamese  twin 
--attached  to  the  important  func- 
tions creating  the  really  necess- 
ary and  staple  things  in  life. 
PRICE  could  have  been  surgically 
removed  over  since  the  anesthetic 
of  modern  teclmology  could  have 
been  -applied,  and  Americans  would 

b  have  needed  to  enter  this 
World  "far  II.   But  PRICE  has  been 
an  economic  concept  of  European 
scarcity  inflicted  upon  the  Amer- 
ican citizen  because  of  his  capa- 
city for  fear  and  his  lovo  for  pro-

1  love  for  profit  continues 
to  tolerate  PRICE  as  it  is  ex- 
pressed, not  only  in  the  unnecess- 
ary scarcity  of  goods  and  services, 
it  in  the  death  of  our  offspring.

coal  fields  scattered  from  the 
northern  60th  parallel  to  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico,  our  oil  from  far  down 
the  Mackenzie  River  to  the  Equatoiv 
By  those  volcanic  upheavals-,  moun- 
tains and  valleys  were  formed.  Be- 
cause of  our  present  hnowledge  of 
gravity  and  friction  and  our  abund- 
ant supply  of  flowing  water  and  e- 
quipnent  in  turbines  we  can  make 
use  of  these  variances  of  heights 
and  positions  to -capture  energy 
otherwise  lost  to  us.   It  can  ac- 
curately be  said  that  the  totality 
o£   the  universe,  by  the  redistri- 
bution of  energy  millions  of  years 
ago  changed  North  America  from  a 
state  of  what  was  then  natural 
scarcity  to  a  state  of  natural  a- 
bundance.  North  America  has  prac- 
tically everything  it  needs. 


Dicl  the  American  Indians  know 
about  North  American  abundance?  The 
Elayas  were  expert  goldsmiths  and 
stone  masons.

Benjamin  Gould  was  a 
Scotch-Englishman  who  implanted 
parsimonious  habits  and  smooth  talk 
In  his  American  born  progeny.  There 
were  Germans  by  the  name  of  Rocke- 
feller (ancestors  of  J.D.);  English- 
men named  Peabody  and  Livingston; 
Frenchmen  named  Du  Pont.  There 
were  Van  Sweringens,  Rhine landers, 
Goelets,  Schermerhorns ,  who  early 
sowed  their  seeds  on  this  Continent. 
The  Hudson  Bay  company,  and  later, 
one  John  Jacob  As tor,  both  of  them, 
tried  to  jamb  this  then  prospering 
version  of  the  Price  System — mer- 
cantile imperialism—  down  the  in- 
ns »  necks  in  the  form  of  fire- 
water, in  exchange  for  land,  furs, 
and  whatever  else  the  Indians  had. 

►at  of  the  Price  System  habits 
born  in  America  were  conceived  in 
Europe.   Astor,  like  a  few  other 
Europeans  and  their  descendants 


risked  many  other  person's  lives 
to  capture  and.  hold  in  debt  for- 
ever the  abundance  that  was,  and 
is,  North  America.  How  could  they 
mortgage  this  abundance  into  the 
future? 

They  were  always  opposed  to  any

matter  and  relationships  are  really 
caused  by  energy  transformations 
and  transferences  and  that  all 
changes  are  measureable.  Nor  do 
they  seem  to  know  why  science  claims 
that  history  does  not  repeat  itself. 
The  single  fact  that  once  a  unidi- 
rectional process  has  been  set  into 
notion  and  that  these  special  world 
Salvationists  cannot  turn  its  back 
for  repetition,  is  beyond  their  now 
evident  limited  comprehension. 
Their  speeches  are  very  poor  stimu- 
lants for  knowing  Technocrats, 

Can  they  really  define  an  en- 
gine? They  v/ill  correctly  tell  you 
that  it  i3  something  that  works, 
but -do  they  tell  you  that  it  con- 
verts energy  in  order  to  make  it 
work,  and  that  in  the  relationship 
of  energy  intake  to  work  output  is 
the  secret  of  its  efficiency.   Do 
they  know  that  we  Technocrats  know 
that  the  work  output  of  the  ir  Price 
System  'engine'  is  way  below  what 
is  required  to  distribute  TECHNO- 
LOGICAL ABUBDANCE?  Do  they  know 
that  science  as  well  as  our  scale 
of  enforced  national  poverty  has 
ways  of  measuring  the  efficiency, 
really  the  inefficiency,  of  their 
Price  System  'engine'? 

Industrial  growth-- social  prog- 
ress—  is  dependent  upon  the  use  of 
the  respective  Continental  aupply 
of  industrial  minerals  and  the  ba- 
sic sources  of  energy,  chiefly  con- 
tained in  the  mineral  fuels  and 
from  water  power.   This  is  a  defin- 
ite flow  line  process,  unidirectuon^ 
al  and  irreversible,  that  SETS  UP 
ITS  OWil  SPECIFICATIONS  FOR  OPERA- 
TIONS, and  for  a  world  at  peace  or 
war.   The  American  Price  Systemers 
would  like  to  profit  themselves  by 
trying  to  raise  the  standards  of 
living  of  every  impoverished  nation 
of  the  world.  Perhaps  rood  inten- 
tions but  terribly  faulty  measure- 
ments I  While  American  resources 


are  adequate  for  a  high  standard 
of  living  for  North  Americans, 
they  are  not  adequate  to  withstand 
an  international  philanthropy  in- 
dulged in  for  reasons  of  business 
expediency  multiplied  to  the  nth 
degree.   Our  learning  to  convert 
to  our  own  uses  the  vast  supply  of 
energy  contained  in  our  fossil 
fuel3  and  from  our  waterpower  docs 
not  establish  the  politician's  and 
businessman1 3  right  as  such  to 
waste  our  resources  in  order  to 
try  to  keep  an  even  keel  for  the 
old  European  Price  System. 

Contrary  to  the  Price  System 
contentions,  there  isn't  the  slight- 
est possibility  of  approaching  in- 
dustrial or  political  equality  a- 
mong  nations,  via  the  San  Francis- 
co United  Nations'  Conference  or 
otherwise,  for  the  plain  and  sinple 
reason  that  in  the  TOTALITY  of  the 
world,  industrial  minerals  and  en- 
ergy supplies  were  unequally  dis- 
tributed and  will  remain  unequally 
distributed.  This  war  ought  to 
prove  that  it  is  foolish  to  consi- 
der that  tail  men  are  created  e- 
qual»,  but  the  Price  Systeners 
would  like  to  put  that  idea  into 
political  deception  which  may  be 
so  maneauvered  as  to  cast  shadows 
at  pre-chosen  angles.   However, 
and  EMPHATICALLY, 'there  can  be  e- 
qual,  although  not  identical,  dis- 
tribution of  North  American  abun- 
dance to  the  citizens  of  North  A- 
merica,  and  this  without  PRICE. 
This  distribution  is  dependent  up- 
on the  operating  specifications 
inherent  in  the  unidirectional, 
irreversible  flow  line  process  of 
North  America's  physical  resourcea 
and  technological  capacity.   The 
operating  specifications  are  with- 
in the  TOTALITY  OF  THE  FUNCTIONS 
of  this  Continent. 

The  CAPACITY  of  these  functions 
is  measurable  in  units  of  mass, 
weight,  distance,  time,  force,

expressed  insuch  familiar  terms  as 
nan-hour 3,  kilowatts,  foot-pounds, 
horsepower,  etc.  Technological  re- 
lationships are  expressed  by  accur- 
ately deterr.iined  growth  tendencies. 
All  of  these  measurements  and  cal- 
culations are  "basic  within  the  un- 
derstanding of  the  HEw  SOCIAL  TO- 
TALITY of  the  DISTRIBUTION  OF  A- 
BUNDANCE.   But  they  are  in  no  way 
'TOTALITARIAN1  in  the  sense  of  po- 
litical rebuke,  and  by  inferred 
slander,  for  they  cannot  "be  con- 
fused with  PRICE  since  they  have 
nothing  in  common  with  PRICE. 

When  we  speak  of  Technocracy's 
scientific  analysis  of  the  social 
structure  we  concern  ourselves  only 
v/ith  the  application  of  measurements 
and  the  fundamentals  of  engineering 
as  they  nay  be  applied  to  the  tech- 
nological operations  of  North  Amer- 
ica.

Lee  the  Price  Ssytem  is  any  so*- 
cial  system  whatsoever  that  effects 
its  distribution  of  goods  and  serv- 
ices by  means  of  a  system  of  trade 
or  commerce  based  upon  oemmodity 
valuation  and  employing  any  form  cf 
debt  tokens.   Within  this  system 
there  is  one  exception — debt  is  ex- 
pected to  generate  more  debt,  con- 
veniently called  interest.

The  United  nations  conference 
asoon'  is  to  convene,  April  25,  to 
discuss  postwar  conditions  and  re- 
lationships within  the  family  of 
nations.   Our  American  representa- 
tives should  have  ready  for  nresen- 
tation  a  CONCEPT  FOR  NORTH  AMERICA, 
Without  this  CONCEPT,  how  can  com- 
mitments for  the  future  possibly 
possess  vitality  and  force?

Lon£  before  I860,  Americans 
became  foes  to  each  other  because 
of  the  then  existing  differences 
in  the  rates  of  energy  conversion 
and  the  respective  purchasing 
powers  derived  therefrom;  but  the

'Crystal  Palace'  in  1053  more 
clearly  emphasised  the  gap  between 
what  one  man-  could  earn  by  owning 
and  working  with  a  mule,  sickle 
and  scythe-,  and  what  another  could 
earn  by  owning  a  steam  printing 
press,  power  looms,  sewing  machines 
and  the  like.   Prom  then  on  tlv. 
uif Terences  in-  the  rates  of  doing 
work  as  governed  by  ownership  of 
the  mechanical  means  expressed 
mselves  in  the  two  phases  we 
indicated:   (1)  in  the  polit- 


ical issue  of-  the  right  of  a  sov- 
ereign State  to  secede  in  order  to 
extend  human  slavery  at  whatever 
cost  to  the  Federal  Union  so  that 
certain  individuals  could  compete 
in  cash  incomes;  (2)  in  the  cul- 
tural issue  of  the  right  of  a  Gen- 
tleman to  extend  his  practise  of 
having  his  ' set '  or  faction  donin- 
ate  social  operations  regardless 
of  consequences  so  he  too  could 
compete  in  cash  incomes. 

Today,  these  differences  in 
the  rates  of  energy  conversion  are 
still  more  apparent  than  they  were 
in  1053.   What  one  midwe stern  far- 
mer can  do  with  a  tractor  as  com- 
pared with  what'  a  newspaper  mag:- 
nate  can  do  with  his  chain  of  po- 
wer driven  presses,  what  a  Tooner- 
ville  trolley  car  can  do  as  com- 
pared with  major  air  transport 
companies,  and  the  respective  in- 
comes derived  from  each  venture 
still  exist.   But  the  more  and 
very  significant  factor  is  that 
these  differences  in  rates  of  do- 
ing work  cause  complicating  pro- 
blems in  the  use  and  distribution 
of  natural  resources  and  finished 
goods  and  thereby  the  life  of  each 
and  every  one  of  us  is  effected. 
It  isn't  a  matter  of  good  or  bad 
effect.   It  i3  a  matter  of  jam3 
and  overloads-  and  of  scarcities 
and  underloads.   Each  job,  produc- 
tion, or  movement  is  a  function  of 
social  operation.   Today  the  issue 
is  not  confined  to  the  'right'  of 
a  single  individual,  corporate  bus- 
iness, or  a  sovereign  State  to 
maintain  economic  slavery,  but 
there  is  the  added  feature  of  his, 
or  its,  'right'  to  impair  mechani- 
cal full  load  technological  capa- 
city.  Social  Technology  is  a  un- 
ity in  mechanical  operations.  Dare 
any  man  or  thing  destroy  this  pos- 
sible unity?

You  and  I  are  the  majority.  We 
are  the  common  people—the  salt  of 
the  earth-- struggling  to  pay  our 
taxes;  scrimpimg  to  have  enough  to 
include  an  education  more  scientif- 
ic than  our  own  for  our  children; 
working  or  not  working,  with  little 
regard  for  our  health  and  general 
comfort—  yes,  WE,  THE  DECLARED  IN- 
DEPENDENT PEOPLE  of  1776,  111  FOLLOW 
ING-  GENERATIONS,  have  permitted 
ourselves  to  become  subservient  to 
a  foreign  way  of  living  defined  as 
FASCISM,   On  this  Memorial  Day,  Nay 
30,  as  we  stand  at  the  foot  of  our 
heroes'  graves  or  just  stand,  won- 
dering where  their  graves  really 
are,  will  we  be  proud  of  the  state 
of  insecurity  imposed  upon  us  by 
the  financial  sphere  of  influence 
grown  ever  more  crushing  these  two 
and  one-half  centuries? 

Nearly  every  one  of  the  lead- 
ing men  of  the  corporations  which 
in  the  one  year  1943  made  profits 
of  from  $l,000,030~To  $177,000,000 
plus,  per  corporation,  after  paying 
all  taxes,  interest,  depreciation, 
and  the  laying  aside  of  postwar  re- 
serves, calls  his  monetary  accrue- 
ment  from  fascism  the  result  of 
'free  enterprise.'   In  the  near  fu- 
ture the  lords  of  'free  enterprise 
will  call  upon  us  in  honeyed  voice 
to  be  the  umpire  in  a  deluxe  ball 


game.   They  will  solicit  our  col- 
lective opinion  to  render  a  'pro- 
found', but  really  mock,  decision. 
What  they  are  actually  looking  for 
is  simply,  applause,  with  caliope 
accompaniment.   The  Montgomery- 
Ward  episode  is  but  spring  train- 
ing—for what  can  be  expected  to 
follow.   The  line-up  of  the  teams 
will  be  candidates  seeking  office 
versus  candidates  in  office  and 
the  fans  for  each  team  v/ill  spend 
plenty  of  money  instead  of  selling 
peanuts.   Especially  this  summer, 
will  many  a  congressional  hopeful 
cajole  us  so  that  we  will  root  for 
him  as  he  plays  baseman,  shortstop 
or  outfielder.   But  by  now  there 
are  some  things  we  should  know, 
having  learned  them  through  our 
anguished  experiences • 

We  should  know  that  our 'prized 
opinion  is  actually  void,  useless, 
merely  a  phantom  of  our  own  ignor- 
ance.  Haven't  our  men  and  women 
on  the  battlefield,  haven't  we 
ourselves,  taken  enough  beatings 
to  know  what  our  own  hot  air  does 
to  us?  It  leaves  us  too  exhausted 
to  accomplish  the  worth  while 
things* 

We  should  know  that  each  of  us 
is  really  a  legal  party  with  defin* 
ite  responsibility  in  our  social 
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in  our  social  contract  of  citizen- 
ship, that  we  each  with  the  others 
C0IT3TITUTE  OUR  SOVEREIGN  GOVERN- 
MT,  that  we  are  the  LIVING,  T.TCH- 
[CAL  FARTS  to  make  it  FUNCTION. 
Our  first  work  should  be  to  scrape 
the  rust  and  nud  out  of  our  brains 
so  we  can  think  straight,  to  do  it 
as  thoroughly  and  periodically  as 
a  good  mechanic  cleans  the  carbon 
out  of  the  automobile  engine.   If 
we  dont  do  this,  each  pitcher  and 
catcher  in  the  'free  enterprise' 
ball  game  will  know  the  peculiari- 
ties, abilities,  and  weaknesses  of 
the  opposing  players  and  each  team 
will  try  for  as  many  hits  as  it 
can  get.   This  way  of  handling  a 
situation  is  a  leading  tactic  with 
in  the  professions  of  baseball, 
law  practise,  legislative  oratory, 
and  political  campaigning. 

How  then,  are  we,  the  majori- 
ty, to  arrive  at  decisions?  What 
should  we  know  of  the  history  of 
our  nation,  of  our  Continent,  in 
order  to  understand  the  strategies 
and  psychologies  of  the  'free  en- 
terprise' teams  playing  at  their 
own  game?  The  'free  enterprise' 
game  in  any  form  is  nothing  but  a 
shrewd  political  trick--  a  fixed 
roulette  wheel- -which  its  advo- 
cates will  use  to  the  fullest  ex- 
tent to  establish  false  authority 
for  some  few  people  and  self-sac- 
rifice, even  to  death,  for  the 
many. 

We  will  have  to  know  more 
than  a  mere  umpire.  First,  we 
will  have  to  both  know  and  feel 
the  bond  of  our  functional  capaci- 
ties for  v/e  are  the  technicians, 
the  designing  and  operating  per- 
sonnel in  industry;  not  the  artful 
financial  chameleons  planning  for 
an  international,  financial  hege- 
mony with  the  suggested  name  of  In 
ternational  Monetary  Stabilization 
System.   As  technicians,  our  func- 
tions demand  other  results  from  us 


than  those  of  arbitrator,  than  the 
unwitting  accomplices  to  the  Keynes- 
Ilorgenthau,  and  like  proposals,  for 
banking  involves  the  transfer  of 
credits  so  that  the  bankers,  not 
the  customers,  come  out  ahead.  Sec- 
ond, we  will  have  to  be  more  than 
just  technicians,  we  will  have  to 
be  exceedingly  skillful  technicians 
in  the  art  of  social-welfare  leader- 
ship, for  we  will  be  forced  by  the 
march  of  events  to  go  far  beyond 
the  immediate  ball  game;  v/e  will 
have  to  be  fully  trained  in  the  en- 
tire field  of  social  technology, -- 
with  the  organization  and  operation 
of  our  technological  mechanism, 

We  will  have  to  understand 
both  our  obligations  and  privileges 
as  presented  to  us  by  our  Declara- 
tion of  Independence,  our  Consti- 
tution, and  The  Selective  Training 
and  Service  Act  of  1940  as  Amended 
and  Extended.   The  Japanese  attack 
of  December  7,  1941,  was  the  event 
wh i ch  f orced  ua  to  take  _s t ock  of 
our  military  ancT  civilian  potent 
tTaT's'V Thaf'  attack  made  us  recog- 
nize the  obligation  of  every  citi- 
zen to  serve  his  country,.   In 
March  1942,  General  George  C.  liar- 
shall  stated  that  the  American  peo- 
ple had  the  courage  and  resolution 
to  face  the  necessities  if  they 
but  understood  the  situation*  lie 
was  hopeful  that  Congress  would 
lead  public  morale. 

As  individuals  we  owe  allegi- 
ance to  what  we  jointly,  through 
the  years,  helped  America  to  make 
of  herself c  We  owe  allegiance  bo 
this  developed  technology  a3  much 
as  to  her  rocks  and  rills  and 
wooded  hills,  for  this  technology 
is  now  her  life  blood,   It  was  by 
the  process  of  evolution  that  we 
have  become,  not  only  legal  stock- 
holders, but  legal  consumers,  in 
America's  technologyc   Thereby  we 
are  destined  to  share,  person  by 
person,  in  its  capacities  and  in 
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its  responsibilities.  Unless  we 
interpret  our  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence, the  Constitution  and 
the  Selective  Training  and  Serv- 
ice Act  in  this  manner,  they  v/ill 
have  been  but  the  birth  caul  of  a: 
nation—not  only  useless  but  dan- 

rous  when  we  would  be  severed 
from  our  European  mother  countries. 
When  some  of  our  fellow  Americans 
become  unruly  by  the  prodding, and 
under  the  guidance,  of  fascism- 
foreign  or  home -crown-- it  is  our 
functional  duty  within  our  social 
contract  to  set  their  thinking 
straigt,  no  matter  who  shouts  to 
'kill  the  umpire,' 

The  biologic  concern  and  tra- 
ditional policy  of  the  United 
States  ha3  always  been  'against  ; 
all  enemies,  foreign  and  domestic' 
--'!__  ,  do  solcmly  swear  (or  af- 
firm") FEat  I  will  support  and  de- 
fend the  Constitution  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  against  all  enemies, 
foreign  and  domestic;  that  I  will 
bear  true  faith  and  allegiance  to 
the  same;  that  I  take  this  obli- 
gation freely,  without  mental  res- 
ervation or  purpose  of  evasion; 
and  that  I  will  well  and  faithful- 
ly discharge  the  duties  of  the  of- 
fice upon  which  I  am  about  to  en- 
ter: SO  HELP  ME  GOD,'   Living 
these  thoughts  was  what  helped  to 
stHdghten  out  our  backbone  from 
its  state  of  embryonic  curvature 
to  that  of  a  powerful  nation. 

The  armed  forces  of  the  gov- 
erment  have  far  better  carried  out 
this  function  than  have  the  civil- 
ian forces.   Too  many  civilians 
have  fallen  in  a  heap,   Whenever 
unpunished  sedition  has  bjen  com- 
mitted in  favors  granted  to 
business  or  other  organized  pres- 
sure groups,  it  was  not  that  our 
national  policy  was  at  fault,  but 
that  we,  the  majority  acting  in 
the  role  of  umpire,  had  become  la- 
zy, and  worse  still,  we  had  become 


petrified  toward  the  caprices  of 
our  socalled  statesmen. 

Are  we  today  forcing  our  Con- 
gressmen and  other  government  offi- 
cials to  abide  by  their  oath  of  of- 
fice? When  they  do  not,  do  we  sum- 
marily demand  their  removal  from 
office?  An  erring  Service  Man  or 
Woman  i3  subject  to  court-martial 
for  far  le3s  offensive  behavior 
than  some  Congressmen  commit. 

We  have  tolerated  decades  of 
dilly-dallying  in  Congress,   It  was 
in  March  1041  when  the  United 
States  and  Canada  signed  an  agree- 
ment to  provide  full  development  of 
the  International  Rapids  section  of 
the  St,.  Lawrence  river,  including 
New  York's  power  development,  as  an 
integral  part  of  a  multiple-purpose 
project  for  the  completion  of  the 
Great  Lakes  seaway,  however,  this 
action  came  21  years  after  one  of 
the  initial  investigations  wa3 
started,  and  on  March  22,  1944, 
Senator  Aiken  of  Vermont  called  in- 
direct attention  to  the  3eaway 
reading  President  Roosevelt's  let- 
ter approving  Senator  Aiken's  S,R, 
No.  1385,  modified  as  a  postwar 
project c  (Cong.  Record  Vol.  90,  No. 
53,  pg  2916).   Congress  can  be 
slower  than  the  seven  year  itch 
whenever  his  majesty,  the  wrangle 
mite,  some  special  committee,  or 
scheming  bloc  burrows  in  its  skin. 
By  its  actions,  one  would  think  Con- 
gress was  designed  as  a  brake 
gainst  progress  instead  of  serving 
a3  the  gears  by  which  to  transmit 
the  people's  will  into  directive 
motion. 

The  history  of  our  nation  is 
rife  with  waste,  disaster,  crime, 

sease,  all  traceable  to  the  lax- 
ity we  have  permitted  of  Congress, 
y       Mississippi  River  is 
d  to  have  reached  its  highest 
flood  crest  since  1344.   100  years 
of  unnecessary  havoc  for  a  Declared 
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Independent  People.   A  few  nota- 
tions from  The  World  Almanac  should 
register  an  impressive  response. 
LI  they? 

1925--'A  storm  in  Missouri, 

Southern  Illinois  and  Indiana 
killed  over  B30  persons,  injured 
3,800.  property  loss  $10,000.'  And 
in  1957-- 'Floods  in  valleys  of  the 
Mississippi,  Alleghany  and  Ohio 
Rivers  and  their  branches  be nan  to 
bring  death,  homeiessness,  priva- 
tion, property  destruction  and 
traffic  tie-ups  at  Pittsburgh, 
Portsmouth  c«,  Huntington  W.Va, 
Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and  many 
other  places,,. In  Kentucky  over 
225  persons  were  drowned:  in  111., 
15;  in  Missouri,  17?  in  Tennessee, 
10;  in  Arkansas, 28;  and  small  num- 
bers in  Ohio,  <iJ ,    Virginia,  Pennsyl- 
vania and  Mississippi. .. Including 
deaths  indirectly  due  the  total 
was  estimated  at  900.   Over  5000 
homes  and  vast  areas  of  farm  lands 
were  flooded. ' 

Recently  the  Secretary  of  War 
transmitted  a  letter  to  Congress 
from  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  United 
States  Army,  dated  February  14, 
1'944 ,  submitting  a  report  on  the 
Mississippi  conditions.   It  was  May 
15,  1928,  16  years  ago  when  one  Act 
was  acTopted  to  determine  the  advis- 
ability of  increasing  the  depth  of 
channel.   But  nearly  each  year  the 
floods  come  again.   The  same  thing 
occurs  with  other  river 3 .  How  long 
do  you  think  it  actually  could  be 
before  Congress  would  get  around  to 
a  Continental  Flood  Control  pro* 
gram?  A  CONTINENTAL  HTDHOLOGY? 

More  dilly-dallying  J.   Back  in 
1930,  then  Major  Dwjgbt  D.  Eisen- 

er  and  Major  Gilbert,  Van  3. 
V/illkes  conducted  a  thorough  inves- 
tigation of  the  guayule  production 
in  Mexico,  Texas,  and  California. 
General  Eisenhower  raised  the  point 
of  'the  precarious  position  of  the 


hevea  trees  in  the  middle  east  nov; 
(1950)  producing  96  percent  of  the 
world rs  supply  of  rubber.'   Did 
the  rubber  situation  worry  our  Con- 
gressmen?  Had  they  been  on  their 
toes,  how  could  the  things  which 
I.  Bt  Farben  has  been  charged  with, 
have  happened  here?   But  worse 
than  not  recognizing  their  error, 
some  Congressmen  want  to  Immedi- 
ately liquidate  the  guayule  pro- 
ject.  During  the  fiscal  vears  of 
1942.  1945 ;  and  1944.  we  have 


spent  approximately  $55,000,000; 
we  should  now,  so  they  say,  plow 
under  the  55,000  acres  of  guayule 
because  'if  we  decided  to  harvest 
all  of  the  shrub  in  the  next  two 
years  it  is  estimated  that  it 
would  require  nine  large  mills  to 
be  designed  at  once  and  erected  as 
soon  as  possible.'   Thi3,  and  the 
following  quote,  are  from  a  letter 
from  Lyle  F,  Watts,  Chief  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
who  is  against  immediate  liquida- 
tion,, (Cong.  Record  Vol.  90,  No. 54, 
pg.  5015.)  He  said,  'The  estimated 
total  amount  of  rubber  which  v/ould 
be  produced  by  the  project  (under 
a  7  year  plan  of  liquidation) 
would  be  the  quantity  used  in  mak- 
ing 5,400,000  ordinary  (600  by  1C) 
passenger-car  tires,' 

Perhaps  synthetic  rubber  me- 
thods may  displace  the  growing  of 
guayule,  but  we,  ths  majority  of 
Americans,  have  a  right  tc

dilly-cfal  lying  on   practically  ev- 
ery absolutely  necessary  piece  of 
legislation?  and  why  it  rushes 
headlong  into  other  kinds? 

V/ho  is  responsible  for  so  many 
Congressmen  forgetting  the  eight 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  au- 
thorizing the  government  to  raise 
and  maintain  an  Army  and  Navy,  suf- 
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ficient  to  the  last  detail,  for 
the  express  purpose  of  accomplish- 
ing the  objectives  recited  in  the 
Preamble  to  the  Constitution,  i.e. 
'to  form  a  more  perfect  union,  es- 
tablish justice,  insure  domestic 
tranquility,  provide  for  the  com- 
mon dfense,  promote  the  general 
welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings 
of  liberty  for  ourselves  and  our 
posterity'?  Who  is  responsible 
for  foisting  upon  Congress  the  job 
of  considering  unnecessary  inter- 
ference proposals?  What  are  their 
objectives? 

dw  many  of  us  know  that  Con- 
^?e3s  is  our  legal  agency  acting 
in  our  stead?  We  should  know  that 
Congress  has  the  job  a3  designated 
in  the  Constitution,  to  adopt  and 
apply  measures  for  our  national  de 


perform,  in  the  machines  we  operate, 
V/ho  are  the  ones  so  stupid  that 
they  cannot  interpret  our  technolo- 
gical knowledge  to  apply  in  the  so- 
cial field?   In  all  fairness,  let 
us  give  recognition  and  acclaim  to 
those  few  Congressmen  who  are  cap- 
able of  understanding  and  interpret- 
ing and  who  have  tried  to  abide  by 
their  Oath  of  Office,  and  to  those 
technologists  who  are  guiding  our 
way. 

Every  day  many  of  U3  U3e  the 
steering  wheel  and  gear  in  our  car 
to  get  us  to  another  place.   When 
we  arrive  at  the  office  building 
somehow  the  elevator  get 3  us  to  the 
desired  floor.   The  typist  depends 
upon  the  typewriter  key-bar  to 
strike  against  the  platen  for  all

fense,  both  external  and  internal,   ways.   So  that  our  office,  factory, 

store  buildings, can  be  better  in 
which  to  work  a  great  many  are  e- 
quipped  with  big  fan  blowers  to 
insure  proper  ventilation.   Huge 
locomotives--steam,  diesel,  and  e- 
lectri>-haul  huge  loads.  The  aero 
radial  engine  is  helping  us  to 
blast  the  axis.   W.i:.  Clark,  in  the 
'Foreword'  to  his  'Manual  of  Ilech- 
anical  Ilovements'  expresse3  the 
thought  which  I  should  like  to  have 
this  paragraph  convey: 

'The  simplest  as  well  a3  the 
most  complicated  machines,  varying 
in  complexity  from  the  patent  can- 
opener  to  the  range-finder  of  one 
hundred  thousand  moving  parts,  per- 
form their  work  by  integrating 
fundamental  mechanical  movements. 
The  can-opener  nay  involve  only,  a 
gear  and  lever  mechanism  and  the, 
range-finder  hundreds  of  developed 
reciprocal,  alternating  and  oscill- 
atory movements,  but  the  components' 
are  similar  and  based  on  the  same 
rudimentary  principles.' 

These  machines  get  a  job  done. 
Why  doesn't  our  social  mechanism 


In  time  of  peace  Congress  main- 
tains a  small  standing  army  of  pro 
fessional  soldiers.   In  time  of 
war,  by  fully  utilizing  the  Selec- 
tive Training  Act  as  Amended  and 
Extended,  Congress  can  raise  and 
maintain  a  very  large  army--one  of 
the  entire  population-- if  we  de- 
mand it.  Why  hasn't  Congress 
looked  out  for  our  welfare  as  a 
natter  of  course?   It  would  be 
such  a  simple  process  for  Congress 
to  incorporate  every  man,  woman, 
and  child,  into  the  Technological 
army.   It  could  be  done  by  the  one 
word  'yea.'   But  no,  Congress  dil- 
- 'allies  at  the  request  of  a  few 
'free  enterprise1  fascists  while 
■  ■    [IE  TECHNICIANS,  THE  DECLARED 
DTDEPEND]     laJOHITY,  accept  such 
sloven  and  unsound  social  behavior 
with  hardly  a  protest. 

Why  dont  we  make  Congress  rec 
ognize  that  our  social  system  must 
be  an  operating  mechanism  instead 
of  £  plaything  for  the  'poor  lit- 
tle  rich  boy'?  Every  day  we  are 
using  the  principles  of  mechanical 
movements  in  the  ordinary  taskr 


get  our  job  of  winning  the  Peace, 
clone?   Is  Congress,  as  an  operat- 
ing function  of  our  American  gov- 
errnent,  worn  out?  Does  Congress 
need  the  application  of  a  differ- 
ent kind  of  lubricant?   Or,  does 
our  entire  social  mechanism  need 
replacement  in  accord  with  tech- 
nological design? 

You  should  be  able  to  see  that 
WE,  THE  DECLARED  INDEPENDENT  PEOPLE 
11  have  to  be  more  than  an  umpire 
in  the  political  happenings  of  the 
immediate  future.  We,  at  our  tech- 
nological points  of  vantage,  will 
be  forced  to  enter  combat  with  the 
fascist  gremlins  who  are  too  sel- 
fish and  mischievous  to  permit 
our  social  mechanism  to  function 
properly.   The  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission has  made  a  start.   It  pre- 
pared the  National  Roster  of  Sci- 
entific and  Specialized  Personnel 
which  is  a  record  of  qualifica- 
tions of  nearly-  a  half  million 
scientists  and  professional  men  in 
industry  upon  whom  the  government 
can  call  for  specialized  skill  and 
experience.   Then  there  are  the 
hundreds of  thousands  who  each  year 
have  passed  Civil  Service  examina- 
tions, who  have. the  capacity  to  un- 
derstand why  function  must  prevail 
over  fascism*   bur  job  is  to  boil 
down  to  ax)    Jlixir,  the  various  sub- 
stances of  technological  knowledge 
and  fitness  that  these  people  have, 
to  a  potency  strong  enough  to  com- 
pletely knock  the  fascists  of  their 
base.   It  is  a  job  for  our  brains, 
not  one  for  debate  or  fists. 

How  can  this  be  done?  By  in- 
stalling through  Congress  the  TO- 
TAL CONSCRIPTION  OF  MEN,  MACHINES", 
MATERIEL,  and  MONEY.   Yes  we  know 
there  is  a  howl  against  such  pro- 
cedure, but  who  is  doing  the  howl- 
ing?  Surely  not  the  ghosts  of 

se  who  gave  their  lives  in  the 
Revolutionary  War;  in  the  'Jar  of 
Secession;  in  World  War  I;  the 


ghosts  of  those  who  have  already 
given  their  lives  in  World  War  III 

.0  and  WEY  are  the  howlers 
howling? 

First,  there  are  the  money- 
changers, then  come  the  money- 
makers, the  come  the  few  special 
sky-pilots  who  think  their  black 
market  tickets  will  get  them  past 
the  pearly  gates,  since  they  claim 
entrance  into  heaven  is  rationed 
to  only  those  who  know  the  pass- 
word or  can  wax  the  angels'  wings 
with  janitor-like  efficiency,   in 
other  words,  the  howlers  are  the 
beneficiaries  of  Congress's  dilly- 
dallying—the beneficiaries  of 
waste,  disaster,  crime,  disease. 
History  verifies  this  fact  many 
times.  These  beneficiaries  howl 
because  they  have  made  up  their 
minds  to  howl  and  to  fight.   Let 
us  be  magnanimous  and  say  they 
dont  know  what  they  are  fighting 
or  else  they  wouldn't  be  so  crass- 
ly foolish.  Without  knowing  her 
identity,  they  are  out  to  kill  the 
goose  that  laid  the  golden  egg.  In 
this  instance,  that  goose  is  tech- 
nological design  and  its  functions. 

To  cultivate  the  art  of  social 
welfare  leadership  should  not  be 
too  hard  for  us.   In  fact,  the 
lords  of  'free  enterprise'  have  al- 
ready placed  us  on  a  high  observa- 
tion hill,  camouflaged  of  course 
by  the  obstructions  of  unneeded 
legislation^  but  just  the  same  we 
are  on  top  from  where  we  can  look 
down  upon  them.   We  can  see  them 
unwittingly  doing  technology  a 
very  good  turn.   To  prove  this, 
all  we  have  to  do  is  to  read  the 
advertisements  in  the  newspapers 
and  especially  in  the  magazines. 
Each  issue  comes  out  with  a  few 
specials;  for  instance,  in  the

During  the  year  1935: --(All  folowing  quotes  are  very  condensed) 

'The  road  of  America's  yesterday  began  at  the  Plymouth  Rock 
and  the  James  River  in  the  dim  Indian  trails  and  the  river  roads, 
leading  back  into  a  Continental  wilderness .  In  the  year  1010  on 
the  James  River  the  settlers  had  planted  thirty  acres  cf  corn. 


America  was  on  the  nove.   Those  original  thirty  acres  of  corn:  now 
exceed  one  hundred,  million  acres  producing  in  excess  of  two  billion 
five  hundred  million  bushels  per  annum,  when  not  limited  by  drought 
or  unnatural  enforced  scarcity. 

'As  the  road  of  America's  yesterday  changed,  so  too,  changed 
our  tools.  Today,  technology  has  reduced  human  toil  to  one-eleven- 
hundredth  of  that  of  the  spade.   Social  change  is  here;  America  is  . 
in  the  midst  of  it.  And  there  will  be  greater  social  changes  in  days 
to  come.   Sometime  between  now  and  1940,  America  will  have  to  set 
its  wheels  in  motion  on  that  new  express  highway  bound  for  the  'New 
America  of  Plenty. 

'Any  mob  direction  of  America's  destiny  on  the  basis  of  any 
horizontal  stratification  of  our  social  structure  would  be  in  con- 
flict with  the  social  destiny  of  this  continent  and  nationally  dis- 
astrous. 
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'Yesterday  it  was  possible  through  the  creation  of  debt  to  pay 
out  in  the  production  of  capital  goods  sufficient  wages  and  salaries 
to  equal  or  exceed  that  capital  dragdown  that  was  added  to  the  cost 
price  in  the  sale  of  consumer  goods,  thereby  creating  an  apparent 
equilibrium  in  the  national  purchasing  power.   As  long  as  our  economy 
kept  growing  at  five  percent  per  annum,  this  was  possible,  but  the 
American  debt  merchants  forgot,  or  did  not  know,  that  even  debt 
growth  comes  to  an  end,  and  the  America  of  debt  has  had  her  day. 

' If  all  we  knew  was  what  we  heard  on  the  platform  or  radio  or 
read  in  the  newspapers  and  magazines  on  the  subject  of  national  eco- 
nomics, our  knowledge  would  be  so  faulty  as  to  preclude  accurate  ana- 
lysis cf  the  dangerous  situation  in  which  this  continent  finds  it- 
self.  The  injection  of  monetary  concepts  into  all  discussions  of 
National  Wealth  and  Income  wholly  confuses  the  people  as  to  the  true 
issues  at  stake,  and  furthermore  serves  as  a  handy  screen  behind 
which,  with  a  little  word  juggling,  the  business  political  operators 
of  the  price'  system  can  continue  their  profitable  activities  without 
being  too  greatly  embarrassed 'by  outside  interference.   It  is  high 
time  that  the  true  significance  of  National  Wealth  and  Income  was 
understood  by  every  citizen  on  this  continent. 

'Technocracy  Inc.,  contends  that  with  America  possessing  the 
finest  continental  store  of  natural  resources  plus  technological 
equipment  without  equal,  and  with  GG  million  adult  human  beings  will- 
ing and  capable  of  doing  the  operating,  it  is  in  every  way  feasible 
to  arrange  the  operations  of  this  country  and  this  continent  so  as 
to  provide  many  times  the  average  standard  of  living  received  by  us 
in  1929  providing  the  price  system  and  its  concomitants  of  politi- 
cal administration,  currency,  and  debt  structure  are  abolished, 

'There  are  only  two  alternatives  that  may  honestly  be  chosen. 
First^  the  citizens  may  accept  the  vagaries  cf  fortune  of  this  price 

stem  and  attempt  to  patch  it  up;  or,  secondly,  the  people  may  be 
convinced  that  a  higher  standard  of  living  not  only  can  but  must  be. 


'The  labor  pains  of  the  social  transition  to  a  new  order  on 
this  Continent  will  be  fought  out  in  the  next  decade.   This  transi- 
tion will  be  nice  or  not  so  nice,  depending  on  how  the  people  cf  this 
Continent  organize  their  functional  capacities  and  orientate  their 
intelligences  to  the  technological  destiny  of  this  area.   History  ob- 
viously presents  no  spectacle  of  any  political  administration  of  a 
Price  System  instituting  a  major  change.   Social  change  of  such 
orders  cf  magnitude  have  been  brought  about  only  by  the  force  majeur 
of  social  pressure.

Corporate  enterprise  is 
mad  and  is  becoming  vindictive  because  it  has  been  given  so  much. 

'Technocracy  Inc.,  has  pointed  out  long  ago  that  it  would 
rather  be  recommended  by  its  enemies  than  damned  by  its  friends.  As 
the  political  and  economic  conditions  in  this  country  and  on  this 
Continent  become  more  precarious,  the  position  cf  Technocracy  Inc., 
will  become  more  strategic.

tration on  such  outstanding  projects  as  Boulder  Dam,  Hcrris  Dam, 
Bonneville  and  Grand  Coulee  along  with  Fort  Peck  and  like  projects 
of  lesser  order.   These  projects  constitute  the  only  real  contribu- 
tion toward  the  physical  development  of  a  Hew  America, 

'Does  anyone  think  that  any  national  flood  control  program 
ich  may  be  voted  by  Congress  will  even  begin  to  approach  the  sci- 
entific specifications  of  a  Continental  hydrology  control?

You 
said  that  it  carries  the  unanimous  endorsement  of  the  House  Small 
Business  Committee,  but  since  you  claim  .that  it  also  reflects  the  con- 
tinent of  the  Guaranty  Trust  Co.  of  New  York,  v/e  are  using  below  the 
excerpts  from  Guaranty  Survey,  published  by  Guaranty  Trust  Co., 
which  you  submitted  to  Congress,  Ilonday,  January  31,  1944.  We  do 
this  because  it  may  explain  quite  a  number  of  recent  events,  perhaps 
the  rebellion  in  Congress  February  23  and  24. 

'In  its  present  stage,  the  problem  is  mainly  one  of  redistribu- 
ting raw  material  and  productive  equipment  in  such  a  way  as  best 
to  promote  the  effective  prosecution  of  the  war.  Contract  term- 
inations and  cut-backs  in  certain  items,  combined  with  unexpect- 
edly favorable  production  records,  are  making  supplies  available 
for  the  use  of  producers  of  other  items, 

'As  the  war  goes  on,  the  disposal  problem  will  increase  both  in 
magnitude  and  acope.   Materials  and  equipment,  instead  of  bein 
rechanneld  into  new  branches  of  war  industry,  will  become  avail- 
able for  civilian  use.   Actual  military  and  naval  supplies  in  the 
possession  of  the  armed  services  will  become  surplus.   And  finally 
there  will  remain  the  most  difficult  and  important  problem  of.  all 
--that  of  disposing  of  the  huge  industrial  plants  built  and  owned 
by  the  government, 

'Only  a  rough  idea  of  the  size  of  the  task  and  the  strength  of 
the  economic  forces,  good  or  evil,  that  will  be  created  in  dispos- 
ing of  surplus  war  materials  can  be  gained  from  estimates  of  the 
total  money  value  of  the  property  involved, 

'Y/hile  it  is  apparently  impossible  to  arrive  at  a  close  approxi- 
mation, the  amount  of  goods  of  all  kinds  that  will  eventually 
have  to  be  disposed  of  has  been  placed  by  some  authorities  as 
high  as  $65,000,000,000,  a  sum  not  far  below  the  entire  national 
income  in  a  fairly  prosperous  year  before  the  war.   The  govern- 
ment's investment  in  war  plants  and  facilities  alone  includes 
about  2, GOO  establishments  valued  at  approximately  $15,000,000,000, 
ana  these  totals  will  be  even  larger  before  the  war  is  over, 

'Preliminary  steps  in  the  adoption  of  some  such  program  should  be 
taken  without  delay.   Government  agencies  should  immediately  es- 
tablish records  of  their  property,  nr.rl  an^  such  property  becoming 


surplus  should  be  promptly  placed  under  the  control  of  the  dis- 
posal authority.   The  whole  plan  should  be  administered   Lth 
view  to  the  rapid  stimulation  of  postwar  employment,  the  effects 
on  existing  enterprise,  and  the  interest  of  the  taxpayers.
